Resorutioy.—The subject of diseussion in the paperseitud in the preamble 1s the prepara- 
tion avd printing of annual departmental reports submitted to the Governaent of Tndia in the 
Home Depaitment. Iva litter No 3428, dated the 22nd Juno 1885, the Government 
of the Punjab soheted a reconsideration of the whole question of the preparation and 
treatment of a-nnal reports so far as that Provinee was concerned ‘The alterations sug- 
gested by Sur Charles Aitchison and tie views provisionally held by the Goverument of 
Tndia on the question are summanscd in Home Departinent Resolution of the 12:h August 
1885, But as the subject was not one of merely local importance, the Covernor-Goneral 
w Council desired, before cong to a final decision, to have a full expression of the 
opinions of Local Governments and Admmustrations upon the proposals of the Punjab 
Governm nt, sv far as they affected the reports which sre xubantted to the Home Depart- 
ment. The replies from Local Goveruments aud Administrations, read in the preamble, 
certain their opinions on the matter, 

2. The jroposals of the Punjab Government were made with the double object 
(1) of removing the burden thrown upon district officers, heads of departments, and 
Seerctariat establishments m connection with the preparation and reviewmy of annual 
reports; and (2) af roducing the cost of printing the reports, These proporals have not 
boen accepted in full by any Local (iorernment or Adminntration, except by the Chief 
Commissioner of Burmi: and Mr. C:osthwaite, the present Ciuef Commissioner of that 
Province, holds, as hus reply from the Central Provinces shows, diferent views from those 
held by Sir Charles Bernard, The Governments of Madras, Bombay, and Bengal have to 
some extent accepied the proposals in question, and the Chicf Commissioner of Coorg has 
expressed his opinion generally in favour of having statistical tables, accompanied by notes, 
for two years, aud in the third year a set of comprehensive departmental reports. 

3, The most adverse eniticism of the proposals made by the Punjab Goverament 
proceeds from the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, from the 
Administrations of the Central Provinces and of Assam, and from the Resident at Hyder. 
abad. The Licutenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces and Chief Commis. 
soner of Oudh is of opimon that the presentation of evidence of departmental efficiency, 
and the collection, 1 a convenient form, of information neeful for admimstrative and other 
purposes, cannot be secured under a system of triennial reporting with intermediate 
statistical tables and brief explauatory notes, He considers that, as was suggested in 
parazraph 7 of Home Department Resolution of 12th August 1885, the brief notes would 
probably be of little practical value while the triennial report would necessarily be prolix 
and involve niuoh labour iu its preparation, ‘The latter, moreover, would be four years old 
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before the orders of Goverement could be passed or and subsequent action taken upon it. 
Sir A. Lyall observes that the labour of scrutinizing statistics 1 little angmented by that 
of writing a report on them, and that a careful scrutiny and comparison of past and 
Present returns 18 | necssary part of the duty of the heads of departments in administrat- 
ing. But, wi ile opposed to the general adoption of the proposals of the Punjab Govern- 
ment, Sir A. Lyall would meet them to some extent by doing away with reports on certain 
subjects and by substituting for them statistical tables accompamed every year by a brief 
commentary in the form of notes, such as 1» nowsupplied by the Local High Courts of 
judicature in reviewing tho Criminal and Civil Justice returns. 

4. Mr Crosthwaite, at the time (lief Commissioner of the Central Provincos, 
concurs in the views of the Government of the North-Western Provir ces and Oudh inicgard 
to the small amount of lahom required to wnte a report, when once the relevant statistics 
have been systematically studied. He remarks that th» systen of writing reports 1s useful, 
masmuch as it cnsures that statistios have be n scrutimscd, and that it enables the Govern- 
ment to sce how much care and intelligence have been devoted to thus scrutiny — Keports, 
moreover, in Mr, Crosthwaite’s opinion, enable administrative offi ers to periodic ily survey 
the whole of their work and to jndge of the effects of at, while they assast Government in 
seeing how far the recognised principles of administration haye been apphed and how far errors 
require to be corrected, If for aunual reports triconial reports were subsututed, theres, 
he thinks, likely to be the disadvantage that the officer who had done the work would not 
ordinarily write the report, or, if he did, that bis recollection of the facts regarding which 
he was writing would have grown dim with time. Under such a system, too, errors of 
administration could not be corrected at once, Mr Crosthwaite admits that reports and 
reviews aie often unnecessarily prolix, and should be curtailed, and he suggests that the 
extended distmbutiou of reports which at present prevails is unnecessary and ¢xpensive. 
He also deprecates the style of review which merely repeats, 1n other and perhaps fewer 
words, what 1s stated in the report 

The Officating Chief Commissioner of Assam considers that the proposals of the 
Ponjab Government are unsuitable to that Province, and would lead to serious practical 
inconvenience Mr. Ward 1s of opinion that the value of reports to departmental officers 
would be lost by tricnmial reports, while the labour of compiling the latter would be very 
great, particularly to officers who had held their charges only for a small portion of the 
ubree years. 

The Resident at Hyderabad doubts if the proposed reform would have an useful 
effect, and argnes that the review of the year’s transactions by the heid of the Government 
affords an incentive to york. Praise or blame, inthe Resident’s opinion, loses its eflect 
af it relates to a time long passed away. ‘The officer concerned muy have left the locality, 
and it does not always happen that an officer remams at his post for the wholo three yeure 
for which he would have to write the report. 

5 The opimons briefly simmarized above confirm the view taken by the Government 
of India in the Home Department, as expressed m the Resolution of the 12th August 1885, 
that it was not posstble to go as far as was proposed by the Punjab Government in the 
direction of curtailing the preparation and submission of annual reports Alter giving 
the subject full consideration, the Government of [ndia agrees in tne maim with the remaiks 
made by the Governmeut of the North-Western Provinces and (udh and the jrsent 
Chief Commissioner of Burma, regarding the usefulness of annual rcporis as ameis of 
testing departmental efficiency and the judgment and energy of cfficers, and also of checking 
and correcting administrativé mistakes. Applymg this priuciple, the Governor-Geuoral i 
Gapped is of opimon that annual sppaets must be maintained in the two following cases — 

(a) Where the reports deal with the application of admimatrative principles still 
open to modification or the conercte working of which has to be watched. 

(2) Where the reports contain statistics which, for admimstrauve purposes, must be 
complied and examined annually. 

These two heads comprise so many of the reports now falling under the coguizince of 
the Home Department that the conclusion to which His Excellency in Council has come 13 
that, beyond iugistyng on brevity and methodical arrangement in the reports themselres and 
on curtailment of reviews of them, it 18 imposaible to afford much rehef to Local Govern- 
menty in the directyjon contemplated by this enquiry. The Government of India therefore 
desires that the 1eports dedlc with in the Home Department should from 1887 onwards bo 
tigated in the followiag manner ;—

4. The remarks contained in paragraph 5 of the Home Departmont’s Resolution on 
the necessity of methodical arrangement are specially applicable to the reports submitted 
to this Department. In reports bearing on revenue mattcre und trade. comparisons with 
past years are of special value ; but these are rendered difficult unless a systematic arrange- 
ment is observed in the subjects denlt with. ® 

5, The Excise reports should in all cases be prefixed by a concise description (which 
may be repeated from year to year) of the various systems on which the exciso is administered 
in the province concerned, and the extent to which each system applies.

‘The Administration Report of the Caloutta Municipal Corporation for the year 1886-87. 
Read again— 
The Report for 1885-86, and the Resolution recorded upon it. 


The Report which has been submitted shows that. the Commissioners havo 
during the year taken great interest in the duties entrusted to them. In para- 
graph 4 is given a table showing the attendance of the Commissioners at the 
different meetings held. The average attendanco at meetings of those invited 
to attend was 48°6 per cent. as against 50°5 per cent. last year. At Genoral and 
Town Council meetings there was a slight improvement (59:3 and 49 per cent. 
as against 58:8 and 48 por cent. last your), while there was a slight decreaso 
in the attendance at Committees and Sub-Committees (366 per cent. as 
against 41-1 per cunt). It is no doubt at these last that the hardest work is 
done; but to ascertain tho real and great improvement which has taken place 
it is necessary only to compare the report criticised by Sir Ashley Eden in 
1880 with that now placed before Government. This, in Sir Steuart Bayley's 
opinion, promises well for Yho manncrin which tho heavier duties connected 
with the larger area of the Suburbs and tho Town will bo performed, 

2. The revenue receipts and expenditure are shown under three heads— 
General Fund, Water-rato, and Lighting-rate. ‘The total income was 
Rs. 30,01,636 and the expenditure was Rs. 29,96,189. In paragraph 72 
it is stated that the administration of the License Department, the receipts 
of which go to the Géncral Fund, has been far from satisfactory during 
the year. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to be informed what action the 
Commissioners have taken on tho ‘points indicated in that and the nest 
succeeding paragraph. From the Gencral Fund a sum of Rs, 1,36,779 was 
expended on the ‘cleansing and structural improvement of bustees.” 
Under the head Lighting-rate there was an excess of expenditure over 
receipts of nearly Lis. 30,00). Rather more than half of this was due to 
the illumination for the Jubilee of Her Majesty. But if this item be excluded, 
it still appears doubtful whether the normal expenditure will not prove to 
be in excess of the income. This fund closed the year with a deficit of 
Rs. 6,880. he Police-rate Fund and other special funds do not call for any 
remark, 

3. Sanction was accorded to raising a loan of Rs. 26,25,000. Of this, 
however, Its. 8,75,000 was for the purpose of repaying the 6 per cent. loan 
of 1866, and the net liability of the Corporation was increased by only 
about thirtcen lakhs during the year. At the closc of the year this liability 
amounted to Rs. 1,69,12,035. The capital expenditure, exclusive of sums sport 
on brokerago, discount, and ropayment of loans, amountod to Rs. 10,76,787, 
‘and was distributed as follows:—

4, The heads of expenditure noticed in the last paragraph indicate the 
chief directions of activity during the yoor, and considerable progress has 
‘been made, The special drainage works undertaken during tho year were 
‘the drainage 'of Hastings, the drainage of the Baug Bazar ares, and the sewer- 
g of & portion of the Mabratta Ditch. Sixteen tanks were filled up during 

syear.acd twenty-two were being filled up; while at the same time 
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twenty-eight more bathiug-platforms were brought into use. On the cleansing 
and structural improvement of bustees, the total expenditure amounted to 
Rs. 2,17,554. Of 39 bustees takon in hand by the Commissioners, 16 have 
now been thoroughly dealt with. Before the close of the year the improve- 
ments in four others were approaching completion, and those in five 
others had been commenced, ‘Lhe expenditure incurred on this account 
is shown ina newabstract account which has been oponed of the receipts 
and disbursements of the Town and Bustee Improvement Capital Account, 
and to this account have bon trausferred the sums set apart in the 
General Fund account for expenditure on ‘Lown und Bustee Improvement. 
The results are creditable, and the Licutenant-Governor trusts that the Com- 
missioners will continue to direet their attention to this very important 
subject. 

a A very interesting case was brought to notice by the Tlealth Officer 
in his report for the quarter ending 31st March 1847, in which there was 
reason to believe that the occurrence of an outbreak of cholera on board a 
veesol in the port was connected with the circumstance that the milk supplied 
to somo of the crew was adulterated by the vendor with water from a polluted 
tank situated in Howrah. It was found that immediately before tho outbreak 
in the veascl there was a caso of cholera in a house on the bank of the 
tank, and that this was followed by several others. The attention of the 
Commissioners of the Howrah Municipality will be drawn to the ease. 

6 Asan appendix to the Report is printed tho Report of the Health 
Officer of the Corporation, which is not inferior in interest to any which has yet 
been submitted. He has continued the enquiry inte the causes which facilitate 
the spread of cholera with energy; and, apirt from its scientific interest, 
this enquiry, which discloses a very bad state of things in the bustees 
and most thickly populated portions of the town, indicates with sufficient 
definiteness the directions in which action is urgoutly required. The care 
and minuteness with which the enquiry has been cqnducted are sufficiontly 
shown by the maps and diagrams which accompany the Report, The con- 
elusions to which the Health Offirer has come are that there hay beeu a recent 
inerease in the mortality from cholera, and that, coincident with this increase, 
and most marked wlhicre the incroase has been greatest, there have been a 
growing scarcity of water, extension of drainage unaccompanied with suffi. 
cient Hashing and cleansing, and insufficient conservancy and nuisance temoval. 
Tho Commissioners do not wholly endorse the conclusions of their Health Officer. 
They coutest the statement that there has been a growing searcity of 
water, and they point out that the mortality from cholera fell before the 
introduction of the wa‘er-supply, and that the death-rate is greatest simply 
where the population is densest; while they refer to the researches of 
Dr. Siupson’s predecessors as showing that the mortality in Caleutta 
rises aud falis with that in the neighbouring districts, ‘and that the 
explanation of the recrudescence of cholera noticed by Dr. Simpson must 
be sought for in wider and more general causes than those indicated 
by him. : 

J 7. The final conclusion of the Health Officer is given in the lat paragraph 
of his Report on Cholera. It is that the return to a higher death-rate in 
Calcutta compared with previous yoars means that the sanitary work has fot 
kept pace with the requirements of the jown. The proof of the deterioration, as 
distinguished from the specific causes assigned for it, which havo been 
mentioned in the preceding paragraph, is given in paragraph 82 of that Report, 
In the table given in that paragraph, u comparison is made of the absolute 
numbers of deaths in Calcutta, in Howrah, and in tho Suburbs. Two 
periods of four years cach are selected for comparison, the numbers 
of deaths in the three places are compared, and tho results are reduced 
to the form of a ratio. Ié is shown that in tho second of those 

eriods, as compared with the first, the ratios which the numbers of deatha in 

owrah and in the Suburbs bear to the numbers of deaths in Calcutta hava 
diminished. It is inferred from this that either the sanitation of the twa 
former places has improved, or that of Calcutta has grown worso;, it is ed 
that there has beon no improvement in Howrah or in the Suburbs; ort ) 
final conclusion is thug reached. In the second of the two min,

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selected there was no increase in the aggrogate wmmbers of deaths in 
Howrah and the Suburbs; so that tho comparison mado does allord somo grounds” 
for the first conclusion arrived at, that either theso places have improved or 
Calcutta has grown worse. Butthomethod of comparison adopted is hkely to 
mislead. The population of Calcutta is groater than that of the Suburbs, 
while the absolute number of deaths from cholera in Galeutta is less It 13 obvious 
thereforo that an identical inercase in the rate of mortality willanake the ibsolute 
number of deaths more newly cqual, and this error is intensificd when 
the results are shown in the form of ratios. Thus, if the deaths m Caleutto and 
in the Suburbs increased by precisely the same mumber, the ritio, which is 
the basis of the comparison, would approach more nearly to equality, whereas 
really the rate of increase in Calcutta would have been much less because it has 
a larger population. A similar objection applics to the compuison with 
Howrah. 

8. A more suitable basis for comparison is the mean death-rates im che 
different areas in consecutive periods. A comparison of the quinquenmal 
mean death-rates of the years 1876 to 1880, with those of the years 
31881 to 1885, shows that the mean detth-tato of Caleutta inere ined 
from 3:1 to 4°5, that of Howrah from 4°6 to61, and that of tho Suburbs 
from 7:4 to 8°4. The increase was therefore less in Calentta than in Howiah, 
and greater in Calcutta than in the Suburbs. It is important to observe also 
that this increase in the mean death-rate is not peculiar to the places mentioned, 
butis shown by the second diagram facing page 10 of the Health Officer's report 
for 1885 to bavo taken place also in the neighbowing districts. Theso fuets 
appear to the Lieutenant-Govermor {o justify the opinion of the late {Tealth 
Officer of Calcutta, in which the Commissioners concurred, that the increase 1s 
to be attributed to wider and moro gencral causes, thin local insanitation. 

9. Atpage 11 of the Health Officer’s Report on Cholera a diagram 
is given showing the rates of mortality in Calcutta, Howrah and the Suburbs, 
and, in support of his argument that Calcutta has retrograded, the Icalth 
Officer points out that"the rise both in the Suburbs and in Howrah during the 
last quinquennium is not greater thin the height reached in them in some of 
the years of the previous decade, while the xise in Calcutta attained 
a greater height than it had attained in the previous ten years, Lt appears to 
the Lieutenant-Governor that the facts seareely support this conclusion. An 
inspection of the diagram shows that the death-rates exhibit great diferences, 
that of Calcutta remaining the lowest and inereasmg the lent In 
other words, the superior sanitmy condition of Culcutta keeps the disease 
more under control. 

10. While, however, the Lieutenant-Governor agrecs with the Comms 
sioners that the arguments adduced by the Health Oficer are not sufheient 
to establish the fact of positive retrogression im the sanitary state of Calentta, 
they are certainly sufficiently serious to demand the most carclal and vigilant 
action of the Commassioners to remedy the defects complimed of | The 
question is not whethcr the increase of cholera in Caleutty 1s duc to de ti rior a 
tion of sanitary efficiency compaed with that of past. years, but whetha the 
defecis pointed out do or do notexist, and whit measures the Commussioners 
are prepared to take to remedy them, The Health Officer clouly shows that 
hinges tho msanitary conditions indicated by him are most marked, there also 
the increaso of mortulity is most noticeable ; and though lus comp native 
inferences may be combated, his statowent of eristing facts 15 searcely sufli- 
ciently met by the remarks in the Commissioners’ Report The Coimmis- 
sioners point to the report of their Engineer as showing that the supply of 
filtered water ig greater than it has ever been before, and contend that 
filtered water ia now within thorcach of all. The Health Olliccr, m para- 
graph 19, page 6, of his report on the distribution of cholera during the past 
ten years’ admitted tho increase, but he showed how, notwithyanding this, 
it would be erroneous to infer that more water was everywhe ¢ and for all 
classes available. Yet this is the inferenco on which the Commissioners rely. 
The specific statements which Dr. Simpson makes are the results wut his own 

onal observations, aud they donot Near out the Commissioners’ pn 
The scarcity may be duo ‘to preventible waste, or it may be due to 
, onupes at present unknown ; but the Lieutonant-Governor considers 
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that the matter is ono which calls for thorough investigation, and he 
hopes that the Commissioners will cause such an invostigatiun to be 
made The second point to which the Health Officer draws attention is the 
insufficient provision for cleansing drains in narrow streets As regards this the 
Commissioners refer to the increased supply of untiltersd water; but this reply 
is open to the same objection— that it misses tho special point in issue. It is 
not a necessary inference from this fact that the particular drains referred to 
by the Tlealth Officer are properly cleansed ; wlule, on the other hand, it 
should be remembered that in this case also the conclusions of the Health 
Officer aro bused on actual inspcctions made by him. With reference to 
the third cause assigned by the Health Officer— insufficient conservancy and 
nuisance removal—the Commissioners give figmes showing tho increase nthe 
amount of 1ubbish removed from the Town. In paragraph 153 of the Report, 
however, the increasein the year 1586-57 is attributed partly to the fact 
that only a few tanks arc now available for filling with rubbish; and as 
the number of cart-luads disposed of in this manner in cuch year is not 
given, it is ampossible to say what weight ought to be attached to these figures. 
The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that these questions will receive the carly and 
earnest attention of the Commissioners. 

1}. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank the Commissioners for their 
services and the interest shown by them in the affairs of the Municipality 
during the year. The Hon'ble Sir Henry Harrison was Chairman of the 
Corporation, Baboo Gopal Lal Mitter, Vice-Chairman, and Mr. Robert 
Turnbull, Secretary, throughout the year The Commissioners close their 
report with a well merited encomium of the excellent service rendored to the 
Corporation by their Secretary, Mr. Robert Turnbull. Mr. Turnbull is about 
to retire upon a special pension which the Commissioners have granted him in 
recognition of the attention, courtesy and assiduous devotion to duty displayed 
by hint during many years. The Licutenant-Governor has much pleasure 
in endorsing the judgment of the Commissioners, and in testifying to the 
high esteem in which Mr. Turnbull ag been held beth by the Government and

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iUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 201m OF 
JANUARY 1888. 


Tue weather during the past week has again heen uniformly fine over the greater part 
of the province, and except in parts of Behar and North Bengal skies have beou practically 
cloudless thronghout this poriod. Along the line of the hills as represented by the observa- 
tions at Darjeeling, skies have been heavily clonded throughout the week, sud ab ut the 16th 
skies began to cloud over at some of the stations in the plains near the foot of the hills. 
Those conditions were probably the result of the casterly movement of a slight barowetric 
depression which had formed over Northern India at the close of the previous week, but the 
depression was apparently of a slight nature and rapidiy filled up in its advance, Lt appears 
probable, however, that the depression must have given a fall of snow along the Himalayas, 
though with the exception of a few drops of rain reported trom several stations, no measure. 
able falls of rain have been reporicd at any of the stations in either North Bengal or Behar. 
In Chutia Nagpur at Hazaribagh on the I8th, and in Orissa at Dhurmsalla in the Cuttacis 
district on the 17th instant lignt showers have fallen, but with these eptions the whole 
province was rainless throughout the weck. Winds have generally been hght at the 
majority of stations, aud in several instanees calws were reported during the earlier days 
of tke week, but the wind directions on the whole have been fairly steady from the north 
and north-west. Throughout the weck therefcre the cold-weather conditions in Bengal have 
been well marked and have been very fully developed. 

Barometer.—During the previous week a steady and prolonged fall of pressure hat 
taken place, but at the beginning of the present week a slight increase of pressuro com 
menced, which has continucd almost uninterruptedly daring the week, though on tho (7th 
and 20th slight falls were reported at some stations. Nevertheless the average pressure 
for the province hus heen slightly in defect of the normal, and taking into consideration 
only those stations which have recorded observations for a series of years, the mean pressurc 
for the week for the whole province has been 0-014 inch in defect. Yhe defect is 
avain largest in the nerthern districts, such as North Bengal and North Behar. 

Temperature and Humidity.—Muwidity was decidedly low at the commencement of the 
seek. but it then genorally increased avd remained moderately high till the close of the 
week, when it again began to fal, The vaviations of temperature have also been somewhat 
similar, and temperature was low on the Ith, and it then rose slowly at the majority of 
stations for the gre&ter part of the week, but on the 20th it had again commenced to fall. 
Compared with the ugrmal, the mean temperature of the province for the week has been 
2:3° in defect of the uormal, ana this defect is very equally distributed, except in tho ease 
of South Behar, where it has beew somewhat less than 1° 

‘Lhe variations of the average temperature during the week from the normal can be seen 
from the following table, where the avcrage maximum, minimum and mean temperatures 
at nine typical stations in different districts in the provines are given compared with the 
normal means for the same period. It will be seen that the defects from the normal have 
beon largest in tue night or minimum temperatures, for the mean maximum or day tem- 
perature of the nine stations his becn (4° in defeet of the normal, while tae mean minimun 
or night temperature has been 2°2° in defect of the normal : —

Against the above debt, the Commissioncrs estimate tho assets of the

2 The income during the year under Revetiue Account, exclusive of 
the opening balance of the your, Ks. 8,04,621, utounted to Rs, £8,08,188, 
against Rs 21.06,16, the income of the previous year The total expenditure, 
including payinents on account of sinking funds and contributions from other 
ports to Part VIT, ‘Port approaches,” was Rs. 27,80,763. The account 
therefore closed with a uet eredit balance of Rs 3,87,041 on the 81st March 
Iss7 Under Capital Account he receipts, including the eredit balance of 
Rs. 126 502 at the close of the year 18:5 86, amounted to ls, 40,385,208, and 
expenditme to Rs. 32,99,924. The expenditure was chiefly on account of 
the new Dock works. 

3. During the year the tea warehouse at Armenian Ghat was completed 
ata turther cost of Ks. 4,904,015. Tho sum of Rs 1,7»,920 was spent on 
aberations wade in the petioleum wharf, and lis, 41351 on the Aroietal 
foreshore. 

Money having been advanced by Government, work on tlie Kidderpore 
Docks stewdrly proceeded. The sum of Rs. 20,41,718 expended ov these works 
formed the lagest item in the t-tal of Rs. 27,6846 spent on new works 

joth the income and the expenditure under Part I, “Jotties,” increased, with 
the result that the net revenue was Its, 4,763 less than that of the previous year. 
The income trom exports slightly increased, and asum of nearly Ks 50,000 was 
realized on account of the petroleum wharf. On tho other hand, there was 6 
decrease from “imports ” due partly to the space available for trading ships bei 
tuken up by transports for Burmah, and partly to a reduction in the rents charged 
for the upper floors of the new warchouses. ‘he caruings from the floating 
crane itho decreased. ‘The imercase in expenditure was due to interest chargés 
on capital expenditure, which much more than covered a saying of about 
lis, 10,000 in working expenses. 

o. /Fhe total amount of the receipts from the Inland Vessols’ Wharves 
was Ks. 441,103 against Rs. 3.03,087, the reeaipts of the previons year, 
but an incroaso of Rs 45.159 in the charge for interest had to be paid out o} 
this increased income, nearly thirteen lakhs out of the loan reised in the yeas 
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1885-86 having been speyt on these wharves. The net revenue was thus 
Rs. 1,55,098 against Bs. 1,47,146 in 1885-86. It should be noted, however, 
that out of this net revenue Rs. 67,171 was paid on account of Sinking Fund 
on loans. a 

The receipts and expenditure on account of the Strand Bank Lands 
amounted to Rs. 1,71,450 and Rs. 1,05,778 respectively, against Ry, 1,783,342 
and Rs. 1,06,371, the recoipts and charges of the previous yea. The 
collections from tho Strand Bank Lands belonging to the ‘Trust amounted 
to Rs, 65,672 as against Ks. 66,971 in the previous year. 

‘There was a large increase in the gains of tho Harbour-Masters’ Depart- 
ment from the hire of moorings. This was chiefly nominal, and was duo to 
the fact that an unusually large number of vessels which had entered the port 
during the previous year had their accounts adjusted during the year under 
review. here was also a saving of about fifteen thousand rupecs in expendi- 
turc, su that the net revenue this yoar amounted to Ks. 94,806 a» aguinst 
Rs. 8,045 in the year preceding. 

The ineomo of the Tlurbour-Masters’ Department amounted to Rs. 5,97,237 
against Rs. 5,21,061, the income of the previous year, showing an inercose of 
Rs. 76,176, nearly all of which was duo to larger collections on account 
of mooring hire. The expenditure of the yoar was Rs. 5,02,351, or 
Rs. 15,665 less than tho cxpenditure of the previous year, tho principal 
saving being under Dredging Account. The net revenue amounted to 
Ks. 94,886 

7. Only cight vessels met with accidents while in chargo of Assistant 
Harbour-Masters dming the year, none of which were serious, and it 1s 
satisfactory to observe that in no cuso was tho Assistant Turbour-Master to 
blame. 

8. The usual cxamination of the moorings was made during the year, 
and those found defective were replaced by ucw materials Three new 
moorings wero laid, viz. two fixed moorings at Budge-Budge, and one swing- 
ing mooring in the stream below Fort Point. The total number of moorings 
in the Port at ‘the ¢lose of the year was 231, of which 180 were fixed and 51 
swinging. The dredger was employcd for 130 days during the year at u cost 
of Rs, 22,122, the rate per 1,000 cublic fect dredged being Rs. 18-3. 

9 The number of vessels surveyed durmg the year under Acts V of 
1862, and VI and VII of 1884, for hull nnd cngino certificates, was 265. ‘Tho 
number of visits paid to them was 698, The number of passenga and 
emigrant vessels surveyed under Acts VIII of 1876 und XXI of 1583 was 
73. Thirteen boilers and condensing apparatus for emigrant vessels were 
surveyed under Act XXI of 1883. Thirteen vessels wore measured for tonnage, 
and onc for régistration under the Merchant Shipping Act of 1554, and two 
vessels were measured for tounage under the rules for measurement of mland 
steamcrs und flats, Besides these there wore during the year surveysof 10 
vessels belonging to the Port Commissioners and 17 miscelluncous surveys. 
Only one ship was found to be unseaworthy. 

10. The following table compares the number of passenger and cargo 
boats surveyed and licensed, and the number of manjees licensed dummy the 
year with those of the previous year :—

11. Tho Port Commissioners’ Railway continues to show satisfactory 
results. During tho year under review the receipts amounted to fis. 1,70,151, 
being Rs. 9,708 in excess of the reccipta ‘of the previous year. A considorable 
portion of the increase was due to the opening vf the Jubilee Bridge at Naihatty, 
which brought additional traffic to the line. The expenditure, which was 
higher than that of any previous year, amounted to Rs. 1,28,649. ‘Tho net 
revenue was Ra. 43,502. At the close of the year a new agreement was 
entered into between the Commissioners and the Eastern Bengal State Rail- 
way for the working, for afurther period of three years, of the through traffic 
on the Commissioners’ riverside line 
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12. The income under “ Port 'Approachos,” which is made'up chiefly of 
contributions from other parts of the Commiésioner’s accounts, aihouttted to 
Rs. 4,74,387 against Re. 4,27,943, the income of tho previous yer. The 
expenditure amounted to Ks 4,65,281 against Rs. 4,904,133. Among the 
items of expenditure, Rs. 50,000 is shown as having beon provided on account 
of depreciation, This amount has since been appropriated to make a first 
payment of £3,000 for a new light-ship which has been ordered out from 
Englend to form a reserve in case of emergency. The sum of Rs. 80,000, 
which had previously been set apart to provide for depreciation, will bo  simi- 
larly appropriated.” The importance and necessity of making proper provi- 
sion for depreciation have, however, been already referred to in connection 
with the budget estimates for the current year. 

13, The channels leading to the port wore kept clear, and tho light- 
houses and light ships preserved in good condition throughout the year. As 
in the previous year, the only obstruction to navigation of any consequence 
was caused by the Nynan Tracts. A complete survey of the river from 
Jiggerkolly to Saugor, and thence to the Bell buoy, wascarried out during 
the year, and this kept the surveying vessels all fully occenpied. It was 
reported to Government at the end of the year that there were no stores at 
one of the Refuge houses, but this case must have beon execptional, as the 
present report shows that since the close of the year the houses were visited, 
and that the stores were found to be in good condition. 

14. ‘the thanks of Governmont are due to the Commussionors for 
their vigorous management of the affairs of the Trust.

I nave the honour to submit the report called for in your No. 408—9I"am., 
dated 8th Fobruary last, on the estimated outturn of tho bhadot crops rapod 
in Angust, September and October, and of the winter rice crop, the harvesiing 
of which is now being completed. 

2. The figured estimates of area under cultivation and of outturn of crops 
have no claim to statistical accuracy. They represent merely the opinions 
of local officers, who supplemented the meagre statistical information as to 
areas under cultivation with cach crop to be found in official compilations 
relating to the districts of the Lower Provinces, by such further information 
as they could gather from zemindars, European planters and managers of 
Government and Wards’ estates. Considering the necessarily imperfect manner 
in which such estimates as these have to be framed in Bengal, they must be 
accepted with caution, as being 1m reality little better than guesses. They 
may, however, as representing the best local opinions regarding the areas to 
which they relate, be of some uso to traders. 

3. Ihe last ramy season was generally one of deficient rainfall through- 
out Beng, and mainly for this reason the outturn of Dhadoi crops was as a 
tule seriously short of the normal. 

4. The outturn of the rico crop is reported to be less than tho normal 
in 82 out of the 44 districts of the Lower Provinces. In five districts the 
present year’s crop is reported to be normal, and in sevan, some of which 
suffered from floods last year, the outturn will be better than in the preceding 
year. Onthawholeit may be said that the outturn will be somewhat less than 
the normal, but thé deficiency will probably not bo more than 2 annas. 

5. Serious failure of the winter rice is reported from limited areas in the 

Sudder sub-division of Tooree,  S8Ub-divisions named on the margin, but it is not

kerr py en amma recently visited the State of Angul, in parts of 

udder sub-division of Gya which an almost total failure of the rice crop was 

Khburawan (Singbhoom) reported, and, after enquiry on the spot, am of 
opinion that an 8-anna rice crop was harvested in the worst villages, and an 
average crop in many. I do not therefore think that thero is any necowity 
for starting special relief works in that area at present, and doubt whether any 
such necessity will arise later on. 

6. This report was due on Ist December, but I regret that, as Collec- 
tore’ reports, though called for by the 15th of November, had not all been 
received by the lst of December, when it was necessary for mv to leave for 
Orissa, 1t was found impossible to submit it on an earlier date. A copy of 
my oo letter calling for reports on the state and prospects of the crops is 
annexed.

Ws have the honour to report that, in accordance with tho orders eon. 
veyed in the Government of Bengal’s No, 43M.P.1. of the Sth instant, we 
made the third quirterly inspection of the works im progress at the Kaidder- 
pore Docks on the 12th idem, 

2. We enclose the usual tabulir statement and index plan showmnge the 
wok done during the quarter, and the total amount eaccuted, which have 
been prepared by the Superintending Engineer in charge of the Dock 
Works. 

8. Tho state of the works on the 31st of December last was as 
follows: — 

Trwrorary Works AND PLant. 

Arrangements have been made for laying a line of rails along the boat 
canal bank, and so connecting the Dock Works and the Akra brick-ficlds with 
the Eastern Bengal State Railway system, thereby reheving the block in the 
traflic on the existing riverside line and its extension to Ahra.

Sirly-feet Locle!—Considerable progress was made with the exeavation, 21 
lakhs of earth were removed daring the quarter, and a good start was made 
in laying the foundations, The work is being pushed on vigorously. 

Tidal fasin.—16} lakhs of earth were excavated, and the construction of 
the walls will now shortly be proceeded with. 

Dock No. 1.—One thousand four hundred and fifty-six running feet of 
quay wall were founded during the quarter, 73 lakhs of masonry laid, 
and 8 lakhs of earth removed, This progress was attained, notwithstanding 
tho difficulties that oceurred from time to time owing to slips 

Bon! Canal.—This work was resumed at the close of the rains, aid 29 lakhs 
cubic feet of earth excavated. 

Expenditure.—The total cxpenditure upto the end of the quarter was 
Rs. 71,10,286, of which Rs. 49,12,493 were on account of works and 
Us 21,97,703 for land. 

Sanrrary, 

The health of the work people continued to be sutisactory. The average 
number cmployed was 7,816, amongst whom there wae 34 deaths reported, 
giving a death-rate of 17-5 per thousand, The sanitary mrangements con- 
nected with the works are under the control and supervision of the Medical 
Officer of the Dock Works 

Genera, Remarks. 

We consider that the progress of the work has been very satisfactory, and 
that, as far as can bo judged from a quarterly inspection, the quality of the work 
is all that could be desired.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR TIE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 271m OF 
JANUARY 1888. 








Tar meteorological conditions of the past week in Bengal have been mainly dependent 
on the development and advance of an arca of barometric depression which made its 
appearance over Northern India, and which afterwards drifted in a south-easterly direction 
ovor South Orissa and across the Bay of Bengal. On Friday the 20th, or the last day of the 
previous week, the weather conditions over tie wholo of Inoia were fairly normal, oxcept 
that a large low pressure area was appearing, the centre of wich was south of Quetta and 
west of Jacobabad. On the 21st the arca of low pressure moved to the cast-south-castward, 
and a large diffused depression existed over Sind, Guzerat, Central India and the Berars. On. 
the 22nd the depression concentrated and became rather more local, and the centre 
appeared to the west of Ajmere and Jerpore. On the 23rd the depression travelled slowly 
south-castward, and the centre was near Scoui in the Central Provinces, while on the 24th 
t had advanced to near Raipur, On the 25th and 26th the depression continued its 
enst-south-easterly advance, and on the 27th it was near Gopalpur, and it subsoquently 
crossed the Bay of Bengal to Akyab, This depression or feeble storm has naturally very 
materially influenced the weather in Bengal, and tl.o usual north-east monsoon conditions 
became almost entirely reversed. ‘Tho reversal of the conditions commenced in the western 
and northern districts and gradually spread over the eastern and south-castern, ‘Thus 
from about the 22nd skies clouded over and rain oommericed to fall in South Behar and Chutia 
Nagpur; these conditions extended to parts of South-West Bengal on the 28rd, and on the 
26th and 27th disturbed conditions existed over the whole province and modorate to heavy 
rain becamo genoral in all districts. At the ame time the northerly wind current whieh 
had been previously blowing over Bengal heeame almost reversed, and light southerly winds 
were reported in many instances, Humidity also rose very rapidly, while the night tem- 
peratures increased, though the day temperatures still remained low. ‘Thusat the close of the 
week dull gloomy weather with rain and decide:ly low day temperatures prevailed generally 
over the province. 

Baromeler.—Pressure was increasing at the commencement cf the week, but from the 
24th w rather rapid full set ia, owing to the advance of the depression, ‘The falling barometer 
then lasted til tne end of the week. ‘The mean pressure for the whole week for the whole 
province hax, however, boon in excess of the normal by 0:02 inch. The uxcess pressure har, 
however, beev largest in the north of the province, where at Durbhuaga it has equalled 
0037 inch, while in the southern districts the excess has been geuerally swall, and at False 
Poiny the pressure during the week has bceu even slightly in defect, thus showing that the 
suuthern districts of the province were bang most vffected by the avvancing depression. 

Temperature.—T'ne mean jemperature for the week has in most districts been largely 
below the normal ; thus in Chutia Nagpur aud South Bohar the defect of the actual from 
the normal mean temperature hay been between 4° aud b°, in North Behar and South-West 
Bengal the defect has been about 8°, aud in Mast and North Bengal it has equalled ab ut 
1°, though in Orissa the small deiect of 06° haa been registered. [vr the whole provinee 
the mean temperature of the week has beeu 2 4° below the normul, 

As has been previously stated, the day or maximum temperatures have shown the 
greatest deficiency owing to tho cloudy weather and raiufail, and thus at seme staiions 
the average maximum or day temperature for the week has been 7° and *° below the normal, 
while at Hazaribagh and Gya tue defect has been between 8? and 9.° That the defects 
have been principally in the day temperatures is seen frow the figures in the f-llowing 
tuble, where the average maximum, minimum and mean temperatures for the week at nine 
typical selected stutions in different districts of the proviu e ure compared with the 
normal values for the same peviod, It will be seen that the averaze maximum or day tem- 
perature of these nine stations has been 5°8° bel w ihe normal, while the average of the 
night or minimum temperature bas beew only 06° in delect

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Rainfall—The causes of the occurrence of tho general rainfall during the wéek have 
already been discussed. Raiufall has been heaviest in Chutia Nagvury South- Behar 
aud South-West Bengal, where the amounts haye averaged almost an inch; in Orissa and 
East Bengal the falls have equalled an average amount of nearly two-thirds of an inch, and 
in North Behar a geveral fall of about half au inch has been reecived. The rainfall has 
been amallest in amount in North Bengal, where, up to the cioxe of the week. the average 
fall bad only amonuted to 0°15 inch, For the whole province there hss therefore beea 
a general average fall of (0-64 inch,

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CALCUTTA AND SUBURBAN MUNICIPALITIES AMALGAMATION 
BILL. 


His Honour tre Prespent said :—Before calling upon the Hon. Sir Honry 
Harrison to make the motion which standsin his name, | have a tew suggestions 
to offer to the Council as to tho best method of proceeding with the business 
before us. I have noticed that the amendments which have been printed are 
rather confusing. Wo have the same amendmonts proposed in different words 
by different members of the Council and we have also the samo amondments 
proposed two or threo times in different sections of the Bill. But on looking 
into the amendments I found thit they all group themselycs into two or three 
different heads, and by grouping them in this way we shall be able to raise 
debates practicully on the different heads to which the umendments belong, and 
then we can put to the vote the amendments separately under oach head ; and 
with the permission of the Council I propose to do sa," For instaprce, the first 
question raised in the amendmints is that of the amalgamstion of the 
Suburbs with Calcutta. ‘Teclimeily speaking, these amendments fall under 
Chapter I, which is not now before the Council, Chapter 1 being, as I fancy 
is usual in drafting, the chapter of definitions, is left to the last I think in 
all Sclect Committees it is usual to leave the scttlement of the definitions 
virtually until you have the whole Bill ready. On the other hand, it will 
hiner be unreasonable to go on discussing the constitution of the Munia- 
pality without allowing the question as to the amalgamation of the Suburbs to 
be raised, because the whole object of the Bill as really to previde for the 
amalsamation of the Suburbs with the Town; and if amalgamation is to be 
refused, why the whole Bill will go. It will be observed that amendments 
Nos. 1 to 4 deal with the question of amalgamation, and that, amend- 
ments Nos 7 to 9 aro dependent uvon that question. T, therefore, propose 
that that question be first discussed. That Buel if the hon. member agrees, be 
discussed under amendment o. 7 which stands in his name, and in that case 
1 would take amendment No. 7 first. On the othcr hand, althougk not strictly 
in order, I shall not in the least object to amendment No. 1 being put. as it is, 
although that part of the Bill is not before us. But as at present advised, I 
propose that we should take amenament No. 7 first and raise a debate as to the 
amalgamation on that amendment. 

The next group of amendments touches the question of the number of the 
Commiss‘oners and the proportion of nominees — It is difficult to sepurate these 
two quistions; they are mixed up in the amendment and in the drafting of tho 
Bull, and I do not see how they can bo taken separately. It will be observed 
that amendments Nos. 10 to 17 all touch upon that point. Then amendments 
Nos 1% and 19 are separate, and they do not come under any of these groups: 
and again amendments Nos. 21 to 28 are all amendments touching a subsequent 
point, not as to the number of Commissioners, but as to how they are to be 
distributed. So that leaving out amendments Nos. 17 and 18, we may divide 
the amendments into three groups—Ist, as to amalgamation; 2adly, as to the 
number of Commissioners and proportion of nominees; and &ardly, as to the 
di-tribution of the Commissioners, and I shall ask the hon. member who 
proposes the first threo or four amendments to deal first with the question of 
amalgamation, and when that has been discussed I will put his amendment to 
the vote. I shall then ask that the question of the number of the Commissioners 
and the proportion of nominees be brought forward ; and thirdly, the question 
as to the distribution of the Commissioners, and I shall then put these to the 
vote. That is what I propose to do with the approval of the Council. 

The Hon, Sir Heyry Harrison moved that the further preliminary report 
of the Sclect Committee on the Bill to consolidate and amend the law relatiug 
to the municipal affairs of the Town and Suburbs of Calcutta be taken into 
consideration in order to the settlement of the clauses of the Bill. 

The motion was put to the vote and carried. 


The Hon. Sie Henry Haruison also moved that tho clauses of Chapter II, 
Part I, of the Bill Se considorsd for settlement in the form rocommended by 
the Select Committen. 


The motion was put to the vote and carried. 
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The Hon. Dr. Gooroo Das BANERJEF moved that in soction 5 the words 
“ and all nghts and interests in immoveable property situated within tho area 
by this Act added to the Town of Calcutta, which arc now vested in or held 
in trust for the Commissioners of tho Suburbs of Calewta” be omitted. 
He said :—This implics that I oppose the principle of amalgamation on which 
the definition of the Billis founded, but technically speaking that definition 
is not before the Council. But as ( hapter IT, Part T, is before the Council, and as 
section 5 refers to that Chapter, my amendment that this portion ol s etiam 4 16 
omitted, implics that the scheme of amalgamation on which tis section and the 
subsequent section, and the other provisions of Part 1, Chapter [, are pused 
should not be accepted. In moving this amendment I am bowud to say that i 
speak with some hesitation and diffidence, seemg that my views se opposed not 
only to opinions which are certainly entitled to very great respect, but 
may be taken to be opposed to already settled and accepted principlos. 
Nevertheless there are certain objections against the principle which t) my 
humble apprehension, appear so strong that Ideem it ny duty t) plice ther 
briefly before tho Council for their consideration, — First, 1 submit that 
the scheme of amalgamution fails to secure the object for which it 1s 
intended. That object is to improve the sanitary condition of the Suburbs of 
Caleutta. Now the scheme proposed is not one of mere federalization of the 
suburbs and the town, but one of complete amilgzamution between tne two, 
with wu uniform rate of taxation allround. That means that taxation im thé 
Suburbs is to he at least doubled if not trebled. Now this sudden pressure 
of increased taxution on the poor population of the Suburbs, a population 
consistin for the most part of poor clerks, petty shop-heepers and labourers, 
will inevitably drive a consideruble number of them to places beyond 
the boundary, places which, as we all know, are less suited for purposes 
of habitation than those where the present crowded bustecs are now 
located. hen, again, we shall have much less efficient conservancy 
arrangements than we have under tho present Suburban Municipality 
‘The result will be that, instead of crowded bustecs in the places where they 
now are, we shull hawo almost equally crowded and filthy bustecs springing 
up under less advantagrous circumstances for purposes of municipal udmunts- 
tration, and the diseases which now prevail in the area to be amalgamated 
will spread in an aggravated form in places in which it will bo impracticable 
to reduce them by adequate conservancy arrangements The town therefore 
will continue to be as contaminated by adjacent crowded and filthy bustces us 
it now is. 

Then, secondly, I submit that the present schomo will impair the 
efficiency of the municipal administration of the town. The schume adds 
to the present town with an arcaof a little over 6 squuro miles und with a 
municipal income of ubout 28 lakhs of rupces por annum, an additional area 
of about 12 squaro miles with an additional income of ut most 6 lakhs. It as 
impossible to understand how this can help affecting matorially ard prejudices 
ally the efficiency of the present Town Municipality. Nor will it aNect the 
administration morely by reason of the amount of pecuniary resourees I 
yenture to think that the time of the higher officers of the Caleutt1: Corp ration 
is fully oceupied in the work they now have before them, and it 1s not 
likely they will have sufficient time to undertake the additional work which 
will necessarily be placed in their hands by the amalgamation ; but if thev hive 
spare time in their hands, no doubt the- northern portion of the present 
town needs all their time and energy being devoted to its municipal improvo- 
ment. 

Thirdly, 1 submit that the scheme of amalgamation will he attended 
with injustice and hardship in the area proposed to be taken up. ‘The rate of 
taxation being uniform all round—tho taxation in the Suburbs, as I have 
already said, being increased two-fold, if not actually throo-fld—it will natur- 
ally raise expectations in the Suburban rosidents {o have the svno municipal 
advantages given to them that the preseat town enjoys; and no doubt they will 
be justly entitled to al! thoso advantages. But will it be possible for the new 
manicipslity with every possible economy to givo them anything hko those 
adventeges ? It is Tiffeylt to seo how an income of 34 or 34 lakhs with an area 
of over 18 square miles can do what an income of 28 lakhs has done for the 
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sent town area of 6 square miles, and this after making all due allowances 
for differences in respect of density of population in the town and Suburbs, 

In the next place the proposed amulzamation will destroy the homogeneous 
character of the present town. At ,present the municipal boundaries of the 
Lown of Calcutta are co-oxtensive wiih the ordinary civil and criminal jurisdic- 
tion of the High Court. Under tl» proposed schome, part of the municipal 
town will be subject to the ordinary original civil and criminal jurisdiction of 
tho High Court, and another large put of it will be subject to othor jurisdic- 
tions. And this wall be no mere theoretical anomaly, but will Jead in many 
cases, asin the case of prosecutions for municipal offences, to appreciable 
practical inconvenience. ‘The municipality will have to koep two sets of 
officers—one to conduct prosecutions in the Calcutta Police Court, another to 
prosecute oflenders cither in the Sealdah Jomt May strute’s Court or in the 
Alipore Court. 

Easily, 1 submit that, whilst the proposed scheme is open tc these objec- 
tions, it is not after all necessary. When T say this, I do not for a moment 
mean to say that the sanitary condition of the Suburbs does not stand in 
need of immedute improvement, or that it is anything hke what it should 
be. J quite agree with those onlightened mombers ot the European com- 
munity who first drew public attention to the subject, and to whom our 
best thanks are duc; but what Ido submit is that improvements need not 
be eflected im this sudden and foreed manner by creating such a large dis- 
turbance in the existing state of things, but that it might be effected 
by slow degrees under existing arrangements. The failure of the Suburban 
Mowicipiaity to cope with the evil up to this time need not mako us dospair. 
In the first place the evi] complained of is due to certam inovitable causes. 1 
do not mean to say that under measures ot sanitary improvement, well directed, 
the death-rate in the Suburbs may not be reduced ; but I heg leave to point out 
to those who criticise the administration of the Suburban Maniemebty, that 
thore 1s one causo of that death-rate which is independent of the sanitar 
condition of the Suburbs as far as it can be affected or altered by any munt- 
cipality. ‘The population of the Suburbs consists, as I have ‘said, of poor 
clerks end shop-keepers and labourers. and as it is well known that they do 
not enjoy the means of living in a style such asthe majority of tho residents 
of the town, they must necessarily full casy victims to discase. Death must 
create greater havoc umongst the poor than amongst the wealthy. Therefore 
poverty must be remembered as being one of the factors in the case, and so 
far as itis a factor the Suburbs cannot be improved unless the condition of 
the residents 1s improved. hen there is another matter to be borne in mind. 
The newly constituted municipality has hardly yet had a fair trial. The 
Suburban area is bemg divided into tolorably manageable wards, and the consti- 
tution of the Suburbs placed on a popular and broad basis. Lf it is allowed to 
have a longer term of tol, and if, as the Government of India suggest, 
power is given to the Government by this Bill to alter the lints of the 
municipality from time to time, the existence of this power in the Lovat 
Government wil produce a most wholesome influence on the municipal 
adininistration of the Suburbs, and will make the Suburban Municipality strain 
every nerve to effect improvements, for nay will find that neeessary to ensure 
their own existence. If in addition to this they have aid from the Government, 
and if the Calcutta Corporation augment the income of the munici ality b: 
occas‘onal contributions in aceordance with an amendment which I shall ‘have 
the honcur to move in its tum, under these favourable conditions the 
Suburban Municipality may produce the desired effect, slowly though it be, 
yet surcly; und then, as J suggest, if power is vested in the Local Government 
to alter the linnts from time to time, the ultimate remedy, viz. amalgamation, 
way be resorted to if all this fails, and then without its being open to objection, 
Then nobody will bo’able to say that the Suburban Municipality has not had 
a fair trial, or that the people of the Suburbs have been subjected to taxation 
without necessity. No one will feel the inequity of the measure, and the 
people will submit without Sapte: Until, however, the Suburban Munici- 
pality has had this fair trial, [ submit that the forcing of this measure will 
be attended with hardship, either real or imaginary; and in either case it will 
give rise to discontent, which ought to be avoided as far as possible. 
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The How. Basu Katt Nata Mirter said: In this matier I am in this 
position, that I am to a certain extent responsiblo for the introduction of this 
measure, because when the Chairman of the Corporation proposed to 
make certain modifications in the administration of the town so as to aid 
the Suburban Municipality by extending the water-supply and drainage 
system, I objected toit on the ground that, while the Suburbs would he 
bencfited, they would not pay the same rates as the town  T therefme 
recommended that certain parts of the Suburbs be amalgamated with 
tho town so that the measures which tho Chairman proposed aight be given 
effect to. That amendment of mine was carried, and that, 50 far as the 
Corporation of Calcutta is concerned, is how the matter was disposed of. ‘There. 
fore I consider myself pledged to sunport this measure of amalgaiation. I was 
alsoa member of the Committee which the Government was pleased to appoint 
to considor this matter, and in that Committee I alsu gave my aaseant to this 
proposal, 1 did so after the fullest consideration, and I am not prepared 
now to withdraw from that position, I think it isa deplorable state of 
things that a person living on onc side of a road should not have the 
samo advantages which persons on the other side of the road enjoy; that, 
although to all intents and purposes the former are members of the town proper, 
yet asfaras sanitary and other measures are concerned, they do not get the same 
benefit, That is the strongest argument for amalgamation. Then again my 
hon. friend, the mover of this amendment, forgets that the Government is 
going to relieve the Corporation of Calcutta from contribution to the Police 
Fund, That will amount to about 2? lakhs of rupees, and this sum will enable 
the Corporation to raise by loan large sums of money which will certainly 
bring about a dccided improvement in the area to be added to the town. | 
believe that as far as the Comnnissioners of the present Corporation are coneerned, 
they will be obliged to devote this sum to the improvement of the Suburbs. 
Therefore there will be this additional fund at the disposal of the new 
Corporation should the amalgamation take place. My hon. friend seems to be 
under the impression that tho sanitary condition of the Suburbs will not be 
improved by the amalgamation. I, on the other hand, hold a totally difle cut 
opinion. 1 think that if there be one body mainly responsible for looking 
atter the affairs of the Suburbs and the Town, it will be bound to look into the 
wants and grievances of every inch of ground entrusted to its care; whereas 
if you have different bodies they will be guided by their own interests, and not 
look t» the benefit of their neighbours. In illustration of this. L would refer 
to the question of the water-supply pending between the Saburbs and 
Calcutta. Although a certain arrangement had been come to, pipes had 
been laid down, and the Commissioners of Calcutta had dono overs thing 
for the Suburbs which they had undertaken to do; yet the completion 
of the scheme, as far as the Suburbs is concerned, is as distant as 
ever. Thereforo it seems to me that the general principle of having one 
body to administer to the wants of this vast area will be decid dly 
beneficial No doubt a very large area is going to be added, but my 
hon friend forgets that the arca of the Bombay Municipality 1 27 
square miles or thereabouts, and of the Madras Municipality 21 square 
miles; why, then, the metropolis of India should be confined to an area of 
7 square miles I cannot understand ? Of course the question of finance is a very 
serious onc, and ought to be considered in all its bearings The only definite 
relief which the Government proposes to give in favour of the Corporation will 
go to a great extent in doing all that is necessary. But a still further sum will be 
needed. Therefore there is a proposal that the Commissioners should be 
authorised to raise a duty on petroleum, and it will be unfortunate if th it proposal 
is eliminated from the Act. The object of this amalzamation is to tuke in the 
urban portions of the Suburbs. It is very desirable that the urban portions 
of the Suburbs, which to all intents and purposes are ut prewnt little towns, 
such as Entally, Bhowanipore and Kidderpore, should be brought within the 
town limits; ins:ead of baving all these small towns in different directions, it 
would certainly be bejter te have one large town. The dewth-rate of the 
Suburbs 18 appalling, and the town to somo oxtent suffers from it. Uf course 
1 know that you cannot go on increasing tho area of the town for evor, and 
there inast be @ Suburb beyond the line we propose to take. But when you 
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find that small towns are springing up in tho Suburbs, areas which should 
properly be part and parcel of tho metropolitan city, they ought to enjoy the 
samo benofits which the town proper enjoys. On thesc grounds, I am sorry I 
cannot support tho amendment, 


he Hoy. Dr. Monenpratan Sircar said:-In addition to the reasons 
advanced by the hon. mover of the amendment, which are entitled to great 
weight, I oppose the proposed amalgamation on sanitary grounds, the yory 
grounds on which an amalgamation is sought, By amalgamating the Suburbs, 
or at least the very largo portion of tho Suburbs contemplated by tho Bill, wo 
shall be compelled to extend our underground system of drainage which in- 
cludes sewerage into this vast area, and I must say that I contemplate with 
horror such extension and muliiplication of our underground sewers. Already 
the mnderground sewers were haying @ most baneful influence on the health of 
the town Disease generally, and fevers in particular, were becoming more 
vuulent than they aver were before, assuming year ates pet moro of a typhoid 
or typhus character; and I am afraid that by extending this system to the 
Suburbs, wo shall bo gradually converting that vast aren into a most prolific 
source of discase of the typhoid and typhus character. On simple sanitary 
grounds, therefore, I am obliged to oppose the amalgamation of the Suburbs 
with tho present city. If you can possibly exempt the Suburbs from the 
extension of the underground system of sewerage, I may have no objection to 
the amalgamation. 


The Hon. Str [evry Tarrison said:—I suppose the Council will expect 
me to say a few words on this amalgamation sehome which lies at the root of 
tho entiro Bill. I admit that the hon. mover of the amondment has 
adduced many strong and important 1easons for his amendments, he has shown 
many difficulties in the way of amalgamation; hut at the same time it seems 
to mo that what he has not done is just what tho Council must do, viz, 
that he has not weighed the reasons for and against ‘amalgamation, 
and shown to us how the roasons for the amalgamation aro either in thomselves 
insufficiont or can be met in any way. Fundamontally the reason for tho 
amalgamation is the manifest inferiority of the health of tho Subarbs 
compared with that of tho town. It is perfectly true that ho roferred 
to that later on in his speech, but it will be desirable if I state it 
to the Council in a few words. Tho ordinary death-rate of the Suburbs 
as compared with that in the town is as 3 to 2. The doath-rate in 
Caleutta itself is very high, but if we deduct from that rate the deaths 
from ordinary causes not zymotic, we then come to the death-rate in 
Calcutta from preventiblo diseases, which is about 14 per mille against 
a death-rate in tho Suburbs of something like 30, That means more 
than 2 to 1. Something must be done to remedy this; but tho moment 
we approach questions of improvement, such as the extension of the water. 
supply, the influence of the Salt Lakes, and ether conservancy meagureg either 
in the Suburbs or in Calcutta, we are met by the difficulty of co-operation 
or offective control on the part of the Suburbs. The Hon Babu Kali 
Nath Mitter has not in any way exaggerated tho breakdown of the Subyxban 
Municipality in the matter of the extension of the watersupply. I do not 
think it possible that tho same source of water-supply can be utilized by two 
bodies whoso interests are different ; and as regards the talt Water Lakos it 
1s alleged by the Suburban Commissioners and by some other pegplo who 
take an interest in sanitary matters, thet the health of the Suburbs has been 
waterially damaged by the works carried on there by the Culeutta Co: porstien 
in the neighbourhood of their eastern boundary. We naturelly have mainly 
looked to our own intérests in the operations which we have carried opt. 
If it is true that tho health of a portion of the Suburbs has been damaged 
by the operations near the Salt Lakes, then, obviously, it is only ,when 
they belong to us that thoir complaints will command our attention. It js 
extremely important that the Suburbs outside Caloutta in its restricted sense 
should have a proper system of water-supply gud drainage under the 
contol of an efficicat Muvicipal body, and these improvements are far more 
likely to be effected by an Act of this kind than if they are lett tos body 
like tho Suburban Commissioners, whose jurisdiction extends from Chitpore 
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on the north to Garden Reach on the south, with a large intervening area 
which is included in the town. he hon. mover of the amendment has 
admitted that the Suburbs stand in need of improvement, but ho protests against 
the sudden improvements which are to be forced upon them under this Act. 
1 wish I esuld anticipate any probability of sudden improvements I am 
afraid it will be a question between gradual improvements if the Act ia 
pus and the entire absence of improvements if the Bill is thrown out. 
was morcover disappointed that the hon member did not show how 
his gradualimprovements are t> tako place. Ho speaks of contributions 
fron the Government and from the Town Corporation, and this js 
precisely what the Bill proposes to do. The Government proposes to remit 
the polico rate, which will amount to some 3 lakhs annually; and the 
aunicipality will no doubt contribute in many ways by the assistance and 
suycrvision of their officers, who will give part of their time to the work. 
It can hardly be said that the Suburbs have an efficient Health Officer or Engi- 
neer at present The Government will give assistance, but is it not natural 
that when the Government gives its nssistance it should be desirous of giving it 
to a more organised body than the present one? So that, so far as assistance 
is conctrned, it is precisely what it is now proposed todo. The general 
couception underlying the Bill as that the Calcutta Corporation should be 
placed in funds to the extent of # lakh» more than they uow have at 
command yearly, und that this amount should be devoted to the improvement 
of the Suburbs Also that the Suburban taxation should be raised to the 
Calcutta limit, on the understanding that the extra taxation shall also go 
fow their bencfit: thus on the whole it may be said that 5 lakhs more will be 
avyailablo every ycar tv expond on tho Subwmban area than at present. 
Here is some tangible scheme of improvement put before the public. 3B 
uniting all these Submbs undcr one authority, and having 5 lakhs available 
more than at present, the Suburbs no doubt can be improved. Can they 
undcr gny other system, if so, what? As to the objection that the Act 
would involve the iitroduction of the undergiound drainage in the Suburbs, 
there is nothing in the law to provide for this. It was a matter which 
would be left to the consideration of the Corporation, If it was not wise, wl! 
should not the hon. member raiso his potent voice in the Corporation of ae 
he was so distinguished a Member to object to the schemo being extended? A 
ost important qt estion for the new Corporation would be whether the under- 
ground drainage should be extended to the entire Suburbs or only to a portion 
of it, and it was very likely that a portion of the Suburbs w. uld be included 
within the drainage systcm; but that was a question to be considered und r 
the Act and not an objection to the Act. The next objection was that the 
taxation would be doubled, and that this would drive the poor people outside 
the limits of the new town. That would be an objection which might be held 
if the limits were very narrow, but the limits we prepose are so large that 
J am inclined to think that these poor fellows will have nowhero to go, 
consistently with their work in Calcutta, outside those limits. I hope 
that, so far from harassing these men, they will be less hararsed by 
taxation than before, for special provisions arc introduccd to keep them and 
the tax-payers apart. As regards taxation, the objoction cuts at the root of all 
improvement which custs money; without increased taxation where is it 10 
come from? Jf it comes from the Government it means taxation in some other 
marter, and it will be herd to show any reason why the people of other places 
should be taxed to improve the Suburbs, If the Suburbs are to be improved thry 
must pay for the imp) ovement, as it would be impossible to do it without raising 
taxation. 1 think that the argument that the Suburbs will suffir is the least 
well-iounded which can be adduced, because the whole outline of tho scheme is 
the benefit of the Suburbs at the expense of a free gift from the Goverument. 
Government is giving up more than 3 lakhs annually, and this sum is to be 
devoted to the improvement of the Suburbs, So that it really comes to this. 
that Government is making a present to the Subwbs of somo 3 lakhs, to 
which the condition is,attached that it shall be put under a better admiuuis- 
tration then that which it now hes. Therefore I am bound to submit that 
“under the circumstances amalgamation is a necessity, und thet the objections 
‘against it are more than outweighed by the reasons in favour of it. 
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The How. Dr. Goo: oo Das Banrnser said in reply :—The hon. member in 
charge of the Bill told the Council that I did not very clearly distinguish 
between what T implied by a sudden and foreod chango such as the Bill 
involyes, and my convession that the Suburbs urgently needed improvemont. 
Tadmit that the urban poiti ns of the Suburbs require improvement, but the 
improvement which is require! is onlv of a sanitary nature Amalgamation 
with the town means that the town rates should be levicd, as, for instance, 
the lighting rate, which 1s by no mcans essential to tho sanitary improvement. 
of the Suburbs. Here is a distinction ‘Fhe people we poor, still thev 
ought to pay for the sanitary improvements urgently required, but they 
necd not pay the lighting rate ay an urgent necessity; as regards hghting, 
they can afford to wait for a few yeats There are other matters of detail 
in taxation which may be adduced am illustration, and if tho amalgamation 
scheme did not involye an uniform trate of taxation all round, but allowed of 
varying rates of taxation acodmg to the wants of particular localities, 
I would not object to the amalgamation scheme. Another poimt to which 
I have torcfer is the very comprehensive nature of the scheme. It was 
remarked that the inclusion of the whole of the Suburbs withia the town 
will make it immossible for the poor residents of the Suburbs to go away 
from the town arca ‘That makes the hardship all the greater: you 
tax the poor and make it imposible for them to find a place where 
they can go to escapo the taxation. If it were really s0, th» hardship 
would be greater, bat in trath the hon. member im charze of the Bill 
is not so hard as that, as he leaves ample space for the poor to go to and to 
create crowded and filthy bustees in. J 1efer to what is known as the island 
area, the area between the Circular Canal and the new canal, which is left out 
of the scheme, That is by no means a very convenient locality for purposes of 
habitation, but the poor will go to it and cicate crowded and filthy bus*ces there. 
It was remarked that wlulst I pointed out objections to the scheme, | 
did not show how the necessary improvement would be offerted, and it was 
very forcibly argued that the water-supply and other matters requirmg co- 
operation between the municipal adininistrations of the two areas are measures 
which cannot be convenieutly curried out unless the whole area is placed 
under one administration, ‘The ditlicul y, however, is not imsurmountable. 
First in icference to the water-supply ; it 15 true that the measure has not been 
carried out as quickly as it ought ‘*o have been It took a long time and 
has not been completed yet, but the reason was beeause there was the amalga- 
mation schow.e before the Council. If the Suburban Municipality is allowed 
to continue, and the amalgamation scheme is given up, the water supply 
will now be varricd out without any further discussion or delay As for 
differences arismg in future, they might be provided for by a short ct 
providing for the appointment of statutory arbitrators who would devide on 
matters of difference between the Calcutta and Suburban Municipalities. If 
such a measure were passed, in future mattors which required co-operation 
between the two municipalities would be arranged without any great difficulty

The Hon. Dr. Gooroo Das Banersee moved that the following definition be 
substituted for the definition of “ Calcutta” in section 3 pf the Bull; and that mn 
lines 8 and 6 respectively of section 15 for the word “ twenty-five” the word 
“ twenty-one” be substituted :— 
“ ‘Calcutta’ eludes the area enclosed by the following limita, namely— 
tue sou hern and weetero bank of the Circular Canal from the mver Hooghly to the 
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northern side of the Eastern Bengal State Railway bridge, thence along the northern and 
western edge of the said Railway line, and of the Railway Ine jommg it with the South- 
Eastern State Railway line, thence along the western edge of the South-Vastern Railway line 
to the point where it meets the Tilljullah road, thence along the southern edye of the said 
roud to its junction with the Bilygunge Qireular Koad, theace along the southern and 
western edge of the Ballsgunge Circular Road to the por where it meets the Puddopoker 
road, thence along the southern and western edge of the Puddopoker road and along the 
suuthern edge of the Pakonrtallah and Chavolputty road to the point whera the last-named 
road meets ‘Lolly’s Nullah, tueuce along the easrarn and northern banks of Volly’s Nulla to 
the river Hooghly, and thence along the left bank o1 the [ooghly to its janetion with the 
Circular Canal, or by such other liuits us the Local Gioverument may, trom time to time, 
fix according to the provisions of this Act; but not— 
(a) Fort Wilhas, 
(6) The E-plauade, 
(c) That part of Hastings north of the south edge of Clyde Row which his 
hitherto been excluded from the Mamwipality ot the Town of Calcutta.” 
The meaning of this amendment in other words is this, that with the 
limited area indicated above, the number of wards should be 21 instead of 24. 
The boundaries of the new town ought to be defiued in one of the defini- 
tion clauses of the Bill, as in the above amendment. Before procceding 
to explain my objection against the boundary given in the Bill, and my 
reasons for proposing the boundaries which 1 suggest, T ought to point out to 
the Council what tho proposed boundary includss, and what the boundary in- 
dicated in my amendment is. [The hon member here exemplified lus 
amendinent. by reference to a map.] Ata glance the Council will see that the 
boundary proposed in the Bill is by no means a convenient practical 
boundary. It has a rugged edge al! along the Suburbs, whereas the boundary 
1 propose adopts the Cirealar Canal in the north andl its counterpart, 
Tolly’s Nullah, in the south, and the intermediate boundary is much 
less rugged and is almost straight. 1f the amalgamation scheme is to be 
cairied out atall, it is only onthe ground of the samtary improvement 
of the Suburbs, apd bevause the more efficient Municipal adminiy- 
tration of the Subuth’ xequires it. One can understand that there is reason ia 
insisting on incorporating the urban portions of the Suburbs, those portions 
which are more thickly populated than the rest and which requite more 
efficicnt arrangements for conservancy, and more cflicient Municipal adinmis- 
tration in other matters, than the remaining portions. Therefore, as fur as the 
reason of the thing goes, it ouly requires the incorpuration of the really urban 
portions of the Suburbs. Does the proposed boundary in the Bill include that 
only, or does it not include a great deal moro? 1 do nut wish to be hyper- 
critical, but taking a broad view, I say that it includes the greater poruon of 
the Suburbs which we must agree to accept, but there are other luge porti ms 
which aro uot at all of an urban character. In the south aud south-west the 
proposed boundary includes, large areas scarcely of an urban character ; arous 
in which there is hardly.a puccu building, except a few garden-houses here anit 
there, very sparsely distributed, and portiyus which do not by any means require 
any complicated system of Municipul conservancy. The proposed boundary 
then is not uecessaty for the purpose, But the matter does not stop here. 
It is not only unnecessary, but it is likely to prove injurious to the clliciency 
of the Municipal adwinistration of the Town. When you take in the really 
urban tracts, you relieve the Suburbs of some burdens which the Saburban 
Munivipality is not well ablo to discharge, and though you throw additional 
burdens on the town, you give ita guod return in the shape of rates and 
taxes. But by taking iu the outlying tracts you idd to the burdens of 
the town, without giving sny adequate compensation from such portions 
ja the shape of additicnul taxation. Further. the proposed scheme of amal- 
gamation will give riso to hardship, injustice and discontent, for wlulst 
you tax the people uniformly all round, you cavnot conveniently do for the larger 
area what you may do for the smaller. If you, take only the hmied area 
which I suggest, there witl nog bo that difficulty in giving the additi mal ures 
the nicipal advantages wuieh the present town enjoys that there will be if 
you as io the whole of the aroa proposed by the Bill 3 
.. ID shalt follow the‘ suggestion thrown out by the hon. member in 
charge of the Bill, ‘and weigh the relative conveniences aud inconveniences of 
the two proposals in order to strike a balance. I know it may be said on the 
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other side that my scheme leaves out Watgunge and a portion of Kidderpore in 
the south, which are of an urban character and are thickly populated ; that it also 
leaves out the docks which require more careful and more efficient municipal 
administration. It 1s true that my scheme leaves out these two pars, and 
errs by tuking in too little; but the other schome errs by taking in 
too much, and the question is on which side is the balance of conve- 
nionce? I venture to think that thore is a natoral presumption in favour 
of the existin order of things. It has not b:en shown that Watgunge 
is in the same bad condition as Entally, and the portion of the suburbs 
between the Circular Road and the Ci:cular Ounal, and the burden will 
be on those who say that it is necessary tu luke in these additional areas 
also by reason of their dense population. Then, again, there is an obvious 
objection that this measure takes in areas which evidently ought not to be taken 
in. I have also the advantage of having a practically more conreniont boun- 
dary xs compared with the boundary proposed by the Bill. Cn the whole, 
therefore, the balance of convenience ison my side. Ant then it should be 
borne in mind, as my amendment implies, that power is left in the hands of the 
Local Government to alter the boundaries from time to timo If the docks after 
their completion should happen to require more efficient municipal adminis- 
tration than the Suburbs can provide, there will be no diffculry in the Local 
Government ordering the limits of the town to be altered so us t» include the 
docks, and at the same time not to include the large non urban area now 
proposed to be taken. There issome difference between fixing the boundaries by 
Statute and fixing them by order of the Executive Government. The Executive 
Government may, through the agescy of any municipality or other convenient 
agency, have roads laid out which may serve as a boundary. For the present 
that has not been done, and | think Iam right im saying that a good portion 
of the unnecessary area that has to be taken up 1s being taken up because in no 
other way can a convenient bun iary be obttined which would be cousistent 
with t1e inclusion of Kidderpore and the docks. The Executive Government 
will be under no similar difficulty. It may havea road laid put, so that tho 
Kidderpore Docks may be brougut within the limits of thé town without includ- 
ing any non urban tracts. I submit that all that ean be desired under the 
present state of things may be done if my amendment is accepted. 


The Hon, Sik Henke TLarutsov said.—I understand that the question 
we are now discussing is not what th limits of Crileutta should be, because 
it is possible that the Select Committe or some member of the Council may 
yet see ther way to muve a mod.tication in the boundaries now shown in 
the Bill which it miy be right to adopt with advantage. What is now 
proposed isa most radical modification which would entail the reduction of 
the wards from 25 to 21. The effect of rejocting this amendment will be 
to reject the hon. member’s boundir,, and leave the whole question of the 
boundary to bo settled hereafter. It is very inconvenient that the Council 
has not before it a proper map which every member may refer to, but the 
notice of amendments has only been cirerlated within the last 24 hours. 
I think, therefore, Iam right in assuming that if the amendment be rejected, 
the question ot bcundaries will still remain open to be tinally settled when we 
proceed to Part I of the Bill. 


(His Tlowour rar Presient remarked that tho rejection of the amend- 
ment before the Council would certainly not prevent the Select Committee 
from altering the definition of ‘ Calcutta,” or any member of the Council from 
proposing a new amendment when the question comes before the Council. ] 


The Hox. Sir Herre Harrison continued:—On that understanding I 
must certainly ask the Council not to accept the amendment now before it. 
It vould mutilate the amalgamation scheme. By the line which the hon. 
member has drawn, Calcutta will not extend to the south of Tolly’s Nullah ; 
eonsequently Alipore, Kidderpore, Watgunge, and the whole of Garden Reach 
will be omitted. By the hon. member's scheme we would go ty the head 
of the docks and there stop Such a policy would be suicidal. What is 
most necessary is that the Municipality should have the opportanity of 
watching over and regalating the formation of those blocks of houses 
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which must inevitably spring up around the docks. As far as the Port Com- 
missioners are concerned, there can be no doubt that everything will be 
done with proper attention to building regulations and their surroundings, 
but outside that limit there is a certainty that honses will spring up ina 
miscellaneous way, and it will be found impossible hcroafter to arrange and 
group them in proper order of strects. The building regulations we are now 
proposing will prevent in the future the chaotic manner in which houses are 
now springing up in the town, and these regulations should in tho localitio, 
surrounding the docks be enforced ab initio. It would, thereforc, be a matter 
of the greatest inconvenience if the docks are not now brought within the limits 
of the town. he difficulty of fixing the best boundary lies in this, that it is 
impossible to fix a good line, consistently with the inclusion of the docks, which 
does not take in some agricultural tracts. If any better line can be found, 
I shall be very glad to accept it ; but allowing for the connection of the docks 
with Sealdah, the Select Committee as at present advised cannot find any better 
line The opening of the docks will certainly bring a considerable population 
to their neighbourhood. When I was in Bombay three years ago, I particularly 
enquired how the difficulty of dealing with rural Jands was got over, and I was 
informed that there was no difficulty. ‘Tho lands being assessed at a low rato 
paid but little, and the advantages in the way of roads and lighting wire 
found sufficient by way of return for the taxation levied on it, In conclusion 
T would say that to accept this amendment, by which the docks, with Kidder. 
pore and Watgunge, would be outside the town, would be altogether erroncous, 


The Hon. Dr. Monenpratat Siecar said :—I cannot understand why the 
Kidderpore Docks should be brought within the Municipality of Calcutta 
Suppose that after a time another system of docks may be necessary and 
actually established outside the new Jimits, should we come to tho Legislature 
and ask that they be declared to be within tho limits of the town? Why 
should not the municipal administration of these docks be confided to sone 
other municipality than that of Calcutta? Why so heavily burden the 
Calcutta Corperation with it? I support the amendment so far as tho definition 


of the limits of Caléwta goos, but I oppose the reduction of the number 
of wards.

The Hon. Lanv Katt Natw Mirrsr said :—My amendments Nos 6, 11, 
and 16 are so intimately connected with each other that J shall move them 
together. Thoy are as follows: — . 


(6). That in lines 3 and 10 respectively of section 4, for the word “soventy-five ” 

the word ‘ eighty ” be substituted. ‘ 
(11). That in line 1 of section 7, for the word “seventy-five” tho word “eighty ” be 

substituted ; snd that for the word “fifwen” the word “ tweaty ” bo 
substituted 7 

(16). That in line 1 of section 8 the words “of” and “ hfty rospectively be 
omitted, and that after the word “romaining’’ the word “saty”’ be 
inserted. 


For the purposes of the presont discussion, I shall assume that the boun- 
aries proposed in the Bill are the boundaries, or something substantially the 
same. That being so, the present town will have an area of 12 square 
miles added toit. The present Corporation consists of 72 ux whers, of whom 
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24 are nominated and 48 are cleeted. Tho Bill under which the present eonsti- 
tution was conferred was intrgdueod in 1875, and took fully two ypars to pass 
into law. Then the question of nuntbors was very fully discussed, and asa 
compromise 72 Commissioners were ultimately agreed to. There was a proposal 
to fix the number at 60, but that proposal was negatived. At present the town 
is divided into 18 waids, in some of which 8 Commissioners ure elected and 
in others only 2. If tho numbor of Commissioners st inds at 74 as proposed 
in the Bul, the mevitable result of dividing it into 43 wards, unless iny qualify- 
ing amendmont is adopted, will be that each ward will retarn 2 members. 
On this subjoct we have hid several representations submitted to the Council. 
Thore are representations in favour of my amendment, and thero are also 
representations agunst 1. The British Indian Association urged that the 
number should be fixed at 89. Thoy say: © Bearing in mmd that the 
Suburbs will contribute 7 new wards to the town and that two vepresentatives 
for cach of them would give an addition of 14 t» the present number of 72, the 
total should be 46, but a6 sheht reductions in some of the smiller wards will not 
he objectionable, tho Cominittoe would fix the total at 80.” That 18 the figure 1 
propose should bo fixed. ‘The Indian Association also fixes the number at 80. 
Again, the Coiporation of Calcutta in discussing this Bill said + “ Lhe Commis. 
sioners havo recommended 90 as the number.” Ag far ay I hivo heard the 
hon. member in charge of tho [Bull on the former occasions on which he 
addressed tho (unc, L understand he will have no objection to 80 Commis- 
stoners, because they would act as an appellate body before whom all questions 
of importance will be discussed. So that on the question of convemence or 
inconventence, £ do not thnk there will bo any great inconvemenco if 
tie number is increased fiom 75 to 80. It would only be a difference 
of 5, but it will have great importanco attached to it. ‘Then, as [have said, 
there are representations against the number of 0. The Chamber of Commerce 
say’ © But the Committee beheve that experience has shown the preyent to be 
an unwicldy number of representatives, and they would support the suggestion 
that tne number of Commesiomners should be reduced. ragher thta mereesed.” 
There was also a representation from the Calcutta ‘Trades’ Ass ciition, and 
inthe 7th and 8th paragraphs of thei letter they discuss this question. ‘They 
sty “Tn thus advocating the dao recognition of the clams of tho Eurepoan 
community, the Committee of the Association are actuated by a desire to secure 
for the future municipality of Calcutta the services of a namber of men 
eminently qualified to take partin the municipal government of tho city. It 
has hitherto heen found smpossuble, for reasous which are only too welt known, 
to induco a sufficient number of such men to come forward.” What those 
obvious reasons are perhaps we shall be favoured by the hon. member 
on my lett(Mi. Irving), but the reasons aro not obvious to me On the 
contrary, I shall be able to show that thero has been little or no interest taken, 
by this body in returnmg members to the Corporation. They go on to say: 
“ But it now behoves the Government, in view of the strong conviction which 
ousts in the minda of the Europes community that their mterests should he 
effectually safeguarded, to enact a municipal law that shall make it possible 
to mtroduee mto the personnel of the uew Corporation a fair proportion of 
Kauropean Commissioners. ‘Tho numerical strength of the Corporation, ay laid 
down by tae Bill, 18 the next point to whieh the Committee desire to invite the 
attention of Thy Honour the Lieutenant-Governor. They ate still of opinion 
that ably of scventy-five Commussianors will be unnecossarily large, and 
would thorefore sugecst that the number be limited to sixty.” [ would also 
point to the litter of the Secretary to the European and Anglo-Indian Defence 
Association They complain of there being no adequate Eurovean roprescnta- 
tion, and they give a schedule showing how they would like to see the Commis. 
stoners elected. ‘They say that wards 17 and 18, with a population of 11,000, 
should be amalgamated und should return 2 Commissioners, and that wards 1 and 
3 with a population of 51,000 should have 2 members: that wards 15 and 16, 
with a population of 16,000 should havo two mombers, and that wards 2 and 5 with 
a8 popnlation of 62,000 should have only one member. If this is adequate repre- 
sentation, the nuriber of (ommissionois can no doubt be reduced, but to my alind 
it sanything but adequate representation. My proposal is that, with the number 
of 80, thonominated Commissioners be fixed at 20, and that 60 bo distributed 
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amongst the wards. Wards Nos. 1 and 9; 8,7 and 9, 12, 13, 15, 16and 17 should 
return three Commissioners cach, and the remaining wards two Commissioners 
each. There would be this edvantage that wards 12, 18, 15, 16 and 17 having 
throev Commissioners cach would cach bo able to return one momber of other 
nationalities, and yeu would thus have five more members of other nationalities 
elected, and as the Government instcad of nominating 1d Commissionors would 
nominate 20, there might bo five more Commissioners who would be Kuropeans, 
and therefore these ten Commissioners would not bo eithey Hindus or Mahome- 
dans. That it would be so there could be no doubt. At the last election in ward 
No. 12 the last member clected was Mr ITallett, and if instead of two Commis: 
sioners in this ward we had 8, one European Commissioner would certainly come 
in.§ The last member olected in ward No. 13 was Dr. Chambers, and ag sin in ward 
No. 15 Mr. Chick had come in; inward No 16 Mr Doueett, and in ward No. 17 
Mr. Guro Brown. So that in these five wards vou would ba able to elect one of 
the other nationalities to mako up thenumber. The objection which might 
possibly be taken is that, in some of the wards, such as 1, 3, 5, 7 and 9, ILindus 
would come in. But in the other wards 12, 13, 15, 16 and 17 other nationalities 
would come in So that my proposal does not in the least affect the interests 
of the other nationalities ‘Ihe number of nominated Commisstuners should be 
fixed at 20, that is to say, one-fourth of the whole number. I know that 
the hon mewber in chargo of tho Lill is very much opposed to this re luction. 
He thinks thet the intorests of mmoritics would be very much affected if there 
was a reduction of five in the number of nominated Commissioucis. On 
tho contrary, I shail show that it will do nothing of the soit. If the Council 
would look at tho returns of the four elections which have taken place, the 
fact will be as clear as possible. When tho elective system was first introd iced. 
tho number of Hindu votors was 4,596, the number of Mahomedan voters 289, 
and of other nationalitics 199 That showed that the other nationalities took 
no interest inthe elections. The [indus in the first election returned 41 mcm- 
bers, the Mahomedaps returned 3 membois, and the othur nationalities 4. 
In the next election in 1479 the Hindu voters numbered 6,025, and yet the number 
of Hindu Commissioners returned was roduced to 89, tho Mihomedan voters in- 
creased to 604, and kept the same number of Commissioners, the other nationalitics 
advanced to 377, andreturncd 6 members. Did that chow that the other nationa- 
litios took any interest in the elections of 1879? Then in 1882 the Hindu voters 
numbered 9,194, but returned only 82 members; the Mahomedan voters were 850 
and returned 5 members; other nationalities had 1.36.5 voters, and returned 11 
members. In 185 the [Hindu voters were 7,827, and returned £7 members; the 
Mahomedans were 1,064, and elected eight Commissioners, aud the other uxtional- 
ities mustered 1,105, and returned 13 Commissioners. Dovs not this show conciu 
sively that in proportion as particular communities took imterest in the elections 
they were able to return a larger number of Commissioners? Ido not think that 
1,105 voters is anything like the largest number which theso other nationalities 
can muster. I believe that numbor could be multiplied manyfold. It seoms 
to me that the systom of elections should not be condemned by those who do 
not try to work it out properly. Until they really tako an interest in the 
elections, they cannot expect to be elected. At the last clections, to the 
credit of {he Health Society it should be said that they were ablo to persuade 
1,100 persons to register themselves as voters, and the inevitable result was 
that the number of Commissioners of other nationalities rose from 11 fo 13 
In the Bill which was introducod, in 1876, the Leyislaturo intended to fix the 
number and proportion of Commissionors ia the following way. They tended 
the number of Hindu Commissioners to be 27, of Mahomedan Commissionors 9, 
and of other nationalities 18, and 18 were to be appointed by the Government, of 
whom Hindus and Mahomedans should be 9, and 9 should be appointed fiom other 
nationalities. That was how tha Select Committco of the Council settled the 
Bill in the first instanco. It was pointed out thon thut that would introduce a 
yery individuous distinction in the law and was not necessary. Sir Stuart Uogg 
wae violeutly opposed to the introduction of tho clective system. aud it is un 
feiormate coincidence that Sir Henry Harrison is also violently opposed to 
hee ion of that system, I hope the majority vf tho Council will oppose 
‘Henry Harrison oh this occasion, as they opposed Sir Stuart Hogg then, and 
Th doubh that 9 few years exnorience wil, show that Sir Heary Harrison 
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Agijation has been raised from time to time against the administration of 
the town by the Corporation. lt was said that the wants of the town were 
not attended to, to the extent that they should be It was further stated that 
the Hindu Commissioners who took a paramount interest in the affairs of 
the municipality bad proved themselves obstructive, and that but for them 
many other things might have been done. ‘This was a matter on which 
I feel some delicacy in speaking ; but if the reports of the Army Sanitary 
Commissioners for different years are looked at, I should not have the 
loast hesitation in saying that persons capable of understending these mattors 
will give their testimony in favour of the Corporation, aud not against it. If 
an Englishman who bad been through the northern portion of the town 
12 years ugo saw its condition now, he would ho amazed at the improve- 
ment which has since been made. Thore are in fact parts of it which it 
would be impossible for him to recognise now. 1 myself had occasion lately 
to sce a friend living at a place near Sukea’s Street. When I first went to the 
place a few years ago, there weie large areas there without any buildings, 
except here and there some nuts But to my surprise when I, the other day, 
entered the lane, 1 found buildings on both sidos of it, and experionced the 
greatest difficulty inieeogmzing my fricwd’s dwelling. Sv that it is not too 
iuuch to say that the affairs ot the Corporation have on the whole been satisface 
torily managed by the present Corporation. Testimony has been borne to this 
fact by the British Indian Association, and I submit that the test'mony of the 
persons representmg that Association gocs a grout way ; they are persons who 
Iwo in the northern portion of the town, and are therefore able to speak from 
their own experience If the verdict on the administration of the past ten yoars 
shows that the affairs of the Corporation have been sneressfully managed, I say 
that it 1s only right and proper that the furthor extension of tl.e elective system 
should be conceded, so that it might be looked upon ay a mark of confidence in 
the Commissioners who have administered tho affairs of the town. If Your 
Honour’s predecessor, Sir Richard Temple, notwithstayling the strenuous 
opposition then raised by the hon. mover of the Bill, was‘picpared to reduce the 
proportion of nominated to elected Commissioners to onc-tourth, it is uvt too 
much to expect Your H nour now to do so, Sir Richard l'emple then said :— 
“ Thore 18 one pomt I wish to mention and to leave the decision entirely in the hands 
of thy Council. It has been impressed upon mo by the second of the two deputatione 
which came to see me that it would give great sntix{uction if, in the eluctive sections of the 
Ball, the proportion of Municipal Commissioners to be appomted by the Government should be 
reduced from one-thnd to cne-fourth | have just received a letter from the Chairman of 
the Indian Leacue, which presses upon me the same viow as that whih was urged hy the 
very large deputation to which 1 have referred. That deputation comprised many gentle- 
men of rank, wealth and station, besides the members of the Indian League, and they 
certainly urged the point very much upon my atiention I understand that they attach very 
great importance to it. I myself do not sce it in the same light. 14 does not very much matter 
whether the proportion of nominated Commissioners is one-third or one-fourth, as far as the 
Government 18 concerned ; it 1s not a pomt on which the Government is particularly in- 
terested. Certainly the Govermnent has no desire to obtain the powor of appointing members 
who would be, 6 it wore, Government nommees; that is not the objeot with which the section 
hus been 1atroduced ‘The object of the Council in mtroducmg that seotion is this, that in 
the event of the elections not sufficiently represonting certain sections of the community, 
particularly the Mahomedan section of the community and the European section, the Govern- 
ment shoull have tho power of redressmg the balanos. It was for the purpose of this 
redressing of the balance that the proportion of due-third was taken. I om myself so for 
sanguine that the elections will on the whole nearly represeut the different sections of the 
ommmunity, that 1 am quite willing to reduce the proportion from one-third to one-fourth, 
if that shall be the pleasure of the Council ” . 
On that occasion the late Ilon. Kristodas Pal and the hon. member opposite 
(Mr. Reynolds) voted for the proportion of one-fourth, but the majority of thd 
Council was against it. T subone that it is wise now to make the extension 
which was then denied. In bearing testimony to what has been done, Sir He 
Harrison on one occasion spoke of the good work done by the elec 
Commissioners, The point, however, in which he considered they had failed 
was this, that im large questions of improyement they had not come up to 
the point he had expected. No doubt my hon. friesd, from his position it 
the Corporation, was able to give his views in this matter with great confidenc’ + 
but I have also been in the Corporation since the elective eynter was infrod bey 
and my experience on this point isat variance with that of any hon. : 
I think all large questions of importance have been passed ‘ae’ much #ith 
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co-operation of the elected Commissioners a8 with the co-operation of the other 
members. I can only recall to my mind three instances whore, as far‘ns I am 
concerned, I believe the majority went wrong. But with these exceptions, I do 
not remember a single instance in which I had reason to regret what had been 
donc. It has been my privilege to be very often in opposition to the 
Chairman of the Corporation, and it has been my satisfaction in many cases to 
find my opposition successful ; but it was only with referency to three matters 
that I have regretted the vote of the majority. Of course it is quite possible to 
conceive there were occasions in which there might have been difference ot 
opinion, but there are many questions in which there should be no difference 
of opinion, and on such occasims difference of opinion is to be regretted. It is 
said that a great,deal of timo 1s wasted. there is no use in mincing 
matters, and if you will pause to consider what that means, you will 
come to the conclusion that it means absolutely nothing. “he Town 
Council meets almost every Saturday; one-and-a-half or at most three hours 
are taken up; mectings of the general body of Commissioners are on an 
average twice a month, and they oceupy between two and four hours each 
time. If my hon. friend (Mr. Irving), who represents the Culeutta Trades’ 
Association, will siy that their constituents are not prepared to make theso 
sacrifices, my answer thon is that they ought not to have anything to do with the 
Corporation. I do object that members of the Corporation should, just at the time 
of voting, attend meetings only when personal questions or questions of great 
moment are to be considered, without viving any thought to the considerati m of 
the subject, and out-vote those who have taken grcat interest in the matter. That 
is a danger to which the Corporation should not remain open. I believe T speak 
the sentiments of my ITinduand Mahomedan colleagues in the Corporation when 
I say that they would be well pleased to have European Commissioners who 
tako an interest in the affairs of the nnunicipatity. It is a fact well hnown that 
Kuropean gentlemen who take interest in tie aflair, of the Corporation sre 
listened to with the greatest respect. ‘Therefore it is idle to say that the ITindu 
or Mahomedan Conimisioners would object to have European gentlemen as their 
colleagues. On the contrary, they are welcomed if only they take interest in the 
work. On one occasion Sir Henry Harrison, sperhing of the elected Commissioners, 
was pleased to say that they generally acted in a spirit of parochialism. I very 
much regret that he lias said so. I think his largest supporters have heon amongst 
the elected Commissioners, and most of tho important measures have been carried 
through with their aid. And I believo that the elected Commissioners are not 
fairly open to that charge. It is strange, however, that while he has said so 
much of tho elected Commissioners, he had nothing to say as {o what the 
nominated Commissioners have done. It is not simply that it is nec sary 
that the Government should retain certain powers in its hands, but the object 
in retaining such powers should be to enable it to secure ay adoquate represen- 
tation. It is not too much to ask you sufficiently te trust the people of Culeutta 
to elect those who will bo able to be of service to them. And remembering that 
by the present Bill it wil] be for the Chairman to prepare a hist of voters, the 
difficulty at present experienced of European gentlomen not registering them- 
selves for the purposo of voters will disappear, and consequently they will bo 
able to return a larger number of the Commissioners than as heretofore. 

1 have already trespassed very long on the time of Your Honour and that 
of my hon. colleagues; but as this matter is ono of vory great importance, 
Thope I shall be excused. 

The further consideration of these amendments was postponed. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 4th February, 1883, at

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SUMMARY OF THE RAINFALL AND METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR TH WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 3ev OF 
FEBRUARY 1888. 


Tue meteorology of the weck ending the 27th of January had been important from the 
fact that a well defined harometric depression had marclid in a south-cisterly dugetion 
across the wholo of India. It was first noticed near Quetta on the 2 )th, and on the 27th 
it had almost reached Gopalpore on the north Madras Coast. The storm had brought distarbed 
weather over the whole of Northern India, and also in Bengal, At the plains stations 
modcrate to heavy rain had rallen, while along the Himalayas snow fell for several days in 
succession, and at some stations the falls were reported to he very heavy, At the close of this 
week, therefore, weather conditions over Bengal were decidedly disturbed 5 the shies were 
heavily clouded over a large part of the province, ram had been fairly general, humuliry was 
high, the day temperatures were low, though minimum temperatures were nearly normal, and 
a hght srregular wind current prevailed over the whole province. On the 28th, or the fist 
day of the present week, the barometric depres-ton above referred to had passed iuto the Bay 
of Bengal, and on the 29th it was approaching the east coast of the Bay, and its: cesitre 
was not far from Akyab, while on the 30th it had apparently passed iiland into Upper 
Burma, or had perhaps broken up, and it ceased to exert any futher influence on the 
meteorology of India = With the continued south-casterly movement of the depression, 
conditions rapidly changed in Bengal; on the 2>th rain fell pretty generally in Bast Bengal 
and at the stations in and near the lullsim North Bengal, while a few showers also fell im 
Orissa, but after this date shies cleared rapidly, temperature and humidity deercased, and 
pressure rose very general y, while a strong and very cold northerly wind current flowed 
over Bengal, the wind curfent being of a particularly low temperatmie owing appirently to 
the cooling effect. of the accwimulation of snow on the hills and to the ramfall over Upper 
Indin. In fact during the greacor part of the week under review the cold weather conditions 
in Bengal have teen present in an exceptionally pronounced form, and temperature has 
been particularly low, though towards us close 12 commenced to rise rapidly 

Pressure—The mean pressure for the week has veen laggely above the normal in all 
districts, and taking into considciation only those stativns which have submitted observations 
fora scries of yeas, aud which therefore yield ieluble averages, the average pressite ovet 
the wholo province has been (0-072 inch m excess of the normal for the week, ‘The northern 
districts of the province coutinue to show the same tact of relatively high pressure who: 
compared with the remainder of the province and thus at Purneah the excess pressnre has 
been 0 1 inch and at dfsnbhunga it has been 0 098 ich 

Temperature.—At the commencement of the week temperature fell with great rapid y 
and became exceptionally low, and at seme stations dunng the first four days thee was a 
fallin the minimum tomperature of from 10° to 15° Over the whole province tor the week 
temperature has been 88° in defect of the normal, thoush the defert bas too: most pro- 
nouaced in South West Bengal, North Bebar and Chuna Nagpur, where it has au ounted to 
nearly 5° 

The day temperatures have buon exception lly low over the whole province during the weel , 
and at some stations, such as Purncah, the maximum temperatures have been ucarly 10 
below the normal. The distribution of the temperature durmg the week 1s best seen from 
the figures in the following table, where the average mavimum, minimum and mem tem- 
peratures for the week at nine typical stations im different districts of the province are giveu 
and compaied with normal va!ues for the same period, It will be seen thar the average of 
the day or maximum temperatures at these stations has been 68” below the nurmal, while 
the mght temperatures have been only 2°9° below 11 :—

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CALCUTTA AND SUBURBAN MUNICIPALITIES AMALGA- 
MATION BILL. 


Trr Hoy. Str Terry Harrison moved that the clauses of Chapter II, Part I, 
of the Bill to consolidate and amend the law relating to tho municipal affairs 
of the Town and Submbs of Calcutta be further considered for settlement in 
the form recommended by the Select Committee. 

The motion was put to the vote avd carried, 








His Hovour miu, Prustpeyr said—On Saturday last we left off at the end of 
the speech of the IIou. Babu Kali Nath Mitter on the proposal that the number 
of tho Commissioners be increased to 80, Tho first motion in to-day’s list of 
business is that of the Ion. Dr. Mohendralal Sircar with reference to the 
boundaries I have been in communication with the hon. gentloman, and he 
has informed me that he is willing to withdraw that motion. I am 
much obligod to him for having done so, as it will be inconvenient to 
discuss that question now, and ho will have the opportunity at a future 
stage of the Bill to propose any alteration he desires in tho boundaries. 
Besides the amendment now before the Council, there are other amendments on 
section 4 in the name of the Hon. Mr. Irving and the Hon. Moulvio Abdul 
Jubbar. I will call upon the Hon. Mr. Irving to move the amendment No. (2) 
which stands in his name. ‘ 


The Hon. Mr. Irvine said:—In moving the amendments on sections 4, 7, 
and 8 which stand in my name, I will briefly refer to then in their order. 

‘The object of the amendment on section 4 is to reduce the number of 
Commissioners from 75 to 60, It is generally felt, I believe, that a Muricipal 
Commission of 73 members is much tov large to be effective and manageable, 
and that a smaller and more compact body would be better for all practical 
purposes. The Commissioner of this division, in his letter of tho 2nd instart, 
remarks on sections 7 and 8: “I think the number of Commissioners may 
very well bo reduced from 7% t» 40. Tho object of a Municipal Corporation 
is work, nof debate; and I think that 40 members will make a more practical 
working body than 75” In large towns in England a smaller nuinber of 
ropresentatives than that proposed for Calcutta is the rule. Liverpool has ove 
to every 10,000, Manchaster one to every 11,500, and Glasgow oue to every 
15,500 of the population ; while in Bombay, taking the population at 80v,090, 
they have one to cvery 11.111; whereas, taking the population of Calcutta 
at 582,000, 60 Commissioners would give one Commissioner for every 9,700 
of the inhabitants, The proposed reduction in the number of Commissioners 
would tend in some measure to limit the long and fruitless discussions for 
which fault has been frequently, and I think justly, found with the present 
Commissioners, and would therefore ecunomize time, accelerate business, and 
enable busy men to tako a fuirshare in the government of the city. 

Similarly, in moving that the words ‘60 and 20’ in section 7 bo substi- 
tuted for ‘75 and 15,’ I bey very briefly to state that the arguments and 
position as regards substituting ‘60 for 75’ are the sanf as those urged in 
respect to section 4 The proposul to give the Government 20 instead of 15 
appointments, or one-third as 1s now done, is one which commends itself to 
the European community generally, and inssmuch as it would cnable Govern- 
ment to redress more effectually the inequalities of representation among the 
various classes, it is a very desirable provision. 


Sir cuay a Harrison, in his able note on the constitution of the future 
Metropolitan Corporation, is very decided in his view as to the necessity of 
retaining in the hands of Government the power of nomimating one-third of the 
Commissioners, in order to enable it to adjust representation between the 
various classes. The additional special constituencies referred to in section 8 
would only give tho European and Eurasian communities that assurance of 
etting their own representatives returned to whith they are fully entitled. 
Tho Mahomedan population is also seriously undar-represontod, and the 
Government nominations, if adequate, would do much to'remove this causo of 
complaint. It is undoubtedly a t injustice, in & community like that of 
Calcutta, that any one race or ie should practically rule all the others, arid

neither the Europeans nor the Mahomedans are satisfied with tho prosent 
arrangement. 

Europeans in India should remember that suporior numbers do not 
constitute a dominant race, and that mere weight of numbers ought not to 
entitle one class to override all others. ‘his is strongly urged by the Enropean 
community which I represent, fecling as they do that they are now shut out 
from their fair share in the control of City affairs, Instead, therefore, of 
increasing the number to be elected by the gencral community, and thus 
enlarging the power already held by tho practically governing race, it is on 
every ground desirable that Government should havo, as hitherto, the nomina- 
tion of at least oue-third of the Commissioners, and that in addition to tho ten 
Commissioners to be clected by special constituencies. ‘Lhis arrangement 
would go fur towards secuing a fair balance of representation, aud would give 
satisfaction to the most intelligent classes of the c: mmunity. 

‘Lhen in section 8, I propose that the word ‘30’ be substituted for ‘50, 
In placing this before the Council, I must refer to section 15, whero it is 
proposed that there should be 25 wards in the enlargod town, in place of which 
j have proposed 15 wards, ond my present proposal, if accepted, would givo two 
Commissioners to cach ward. As, however, the hon. staniber in charge of the 
Bill is, 1 understand, in favour of still fewor wards, if any chango is to be mide, 
1 would readily necept any modification, say ten wards with three Commissioners 
to cach But that after all is a detail, and does not affect the main question of 
the number of clectcd Commissioners, I have already asked for a rednetion in 
the total number of Cominissioners, aud this carries out further that idea. Iu 
Calcutta, where the natives, as pointed out by Sir Ienry Warrison, 
are to tho Kuropeans and Kurasians as 16 to 1, it isa certainty that the 
great majority of clected Commissioners will belong to the more nuwueraus 
class. In the report of the amalgamation Qommittceo at pago 9, the fol 
lowing statement occurs: “'Takmg two important classes, the commercial 
elass and the Mahomegan population, no one can fail to be struck with the 
very small propoition of the elected Commissioners which these return.” 

Without some such safeguards as are proposed, the European, Mahomedan, 
and other interests will be overborne to a degree which I think would be 
prejudicial to the interest of the whole city, ‘Therefore, if 30 Commussioners 
are clected in tho ordinary way, that will amply provide for the great 
Hindu section of tho community, and will give them their fair proportion of 
members in the Corporation, and their proper and legitimate influence therein. 
More than this should not be granted, for any further conccssion would only be 
to the prejudice of the other important sections of the community. 


The Hoy. Sir Henny Tlarrtson said:—I understand thut we are now 
discussing the two grea of the number of the Commissioners, and what 
roportion of them should he elected by the several wards or local areas. Tho 
Farther question as to whether that proportion of members which is not to be 
elected by wards, which at present stands at one-third, should be divided as 
provided in the Bill into ljmeombera to the Government, und 10 to selected 
constituencies, or whether thoy should be appointed in any other way, isa 
question which will stand over for a subsequent amendment. That being the 
ease, we find that the proposal we are now discussing of having 75 Commis- 
sioners, of whom two-thirds should bo elected and one-third be nominated in 
some form or other, is the one which hus attracted perhaps more attention 
than any other part of the Bill, judging by the representations which havo 
‘been received on the subject by the Council; and secing the very large 
measure of attention which this question has attracted—it being no 
exaggeration to say that it forms the subject of ono-half of all the sepa 
which have been received from various bodies—it can hardly be considered 
unreasonable if we devote considerable attention to this matter, It is looked 
upon as the cardinal binge of the proposed Bill. This Le ser has been 
made the subject of criticism in two directions. The British Indian Associa 
tion, the Indian Association, and some other bodies, unger press that at loast 
three-fourths of the Commissioners ought to be elected. Un tho other hand, 
most of the European Agsociations press-with equal urgency that the propor 
tion,bf, nominated Commissionera should be increased rather than decreased, 
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The Hon, Babu Kali Nath Mitter has heen the exponent of one set of: 
opinions ; the Hon. Mr. Irving of the other, I shall devote my attention, first, 
to the Hon. Babu Kali Nath Mittcr’s amendment as regards the total number 
of Commissioners. ‘The Hon, Mr. Irving was perfectly right in saying that in 
most places the number wus not so large as 75; 64 was a very usual number. 
Jn France the normal number was 36, which wus in some places enlarged 
owing to locel ci:cumstances. At the same time I attach very little importance 
to this point. 1 do not believe there will be any practical difficulty in working, 
whother the number of Commissioners be 75, or 60, or 80, becuuso we know 
that the time taken up by discussion does not depend on the total number of 
Commissioners present, but upon those Commissioners who wish to speak: and 
in a Corporation of even 40 members, the leading Commissionors would, for 
the most part, be returned, and these would take an active part in the discus- 
sion as at present. Ido not think that in this respect there would be any 
great difference in a body of 40 members, and a Corporation of 80 Commis- 
sioners, of whom 15 or 16 would, as a rule, tako part in the discussions. 
Practically, therefore, I attach little importance to the number of the Corpo- 
ration, We only reviso the work of tho Committees in goncral meetings of 
tho whole body of Commissioners. 

Next as regards the divisien of numbers between tho different electoral 
bodies. On this point the main argument of my hon, friend seems to be this : 
that the elective system wa’ introduced twelyo years ago against the strong 
opposition of Sir Stuart Hogg, and against the opposition of a great portion 
of the European community, and yet it has proved a success; and if it has 
proved a success, why not extond that principle? Is it not fair after twelve 
years of success to cxtend it? But the argumont is not stated in a way to 
entitle it to ay logical value. Suppose for the sake of argument that the 
elective system has proved a success, regarding which opinions are undoubt- 
edly divided, what follows would be this—that a Corporation composed of 
two-thirds elected Commissioners and one-third nominated Commissioners had 
done its work fairly well. From this the inference might just as logically be 
that we should increase the proportion of nominated Commissioners ay that we 
should incroase the proportion of clected Commissioncrs. Tho real argument 
derived from the admission of success is, loave well alone. But tho hon. member 
no doubt means more than that. He means that the elective element in the 
constitytion of the Corporation has proved successful, and that therofore the 
elective principle in it should be expanded, On this point my own belief is 
that most persons will form their judgment of succoss or failure according to 
the preconceived inclinations with which they regard it. Those who do not 
wish it well will think it has not been successful, and those who wero predis- 
posed in its favour will lead themselves to believe in its success. But I am 
hopeful that this difference of opinion will in a great measure disappear if 
we deal with the question in a specific way, Iadmit that from soine points 
of view it should be considered a success. In the first placc, by the elective 
system wo have attracted to the Corporation a number of Commissioners who 
have taken tho greatest possible intorest in the work®-Commissioners who have 
been most assiduous in their attendance at meetings, who hava looked 
into matters with care and scrutiny such as is hardly found in any othor 
department. They have set their face resolutely against all extravagance, 
they have thrown the light of discussion on every detail. In fact it has led to 
the administration of the municipality being carried on much more in the light, 
of day than it would have been as far as other members are concerned. On 
questions of contracts and expenditure in detail they have paid an attention 18, 
the work which waa hardly paid before. In the noxt place the system has had 
the advantage of ig ee in a number of men who owe their position entirely 
to somothing outside Government, not to nomination, They feel that they 
depend for their position on those who have returned them, and who naturally 
look to them to Feprere their views, and therefore they bring with them the 
light of real public opinion of @ certain class—a comparatively amall class ir 
numbers, but a very influential class indeed, and it has been a. great advan: 
tago that we should have the opinion of a class of this kind pressed upon-a8 
so that we know what they want ard what they object to.’ Thirdly, we havi 
persons. who represent local ereaa, “hie has Jed to many good Yooults,. Pee 
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viously the Town was looked upon very much as a whole, and tho wants of the 
Town as a whole were considered. Now the desire for large improvements has 
decreased, and the Commissioners are more interested in local wants. This 
has to some extent worked well, and the large increaso in tho value of 
roperty is in no small degree due to the way in which local improvements 
Tavs been attended to. Fourthly, the elective system has been successful in 
this, that people know that they have a Commissioner who represents them, 
and when they have a complaint, if it is not immediately uttended to by the 
Executive, they appeal to yet the assistance of their Commissioner. This has 
some beneficial rosults; it causes some degree of self-reliance in the people when 
they know that they have some one to whom they can go if they do not get 
immediate redress. The last aud most important result is this The elected 
Commissioners, who had taken so aah interest in the affairs of the Muni- 
cipality, have themselves improved much by experience in the work. 1 have 
seen very great improvement in the tonc and method and manuer of doing 
work by the Commissioners who have become familiarised with their labours. 
In this review I think that I have given a very fair account of the work of the 
elective Commissioners, but after all said is not the dle which [ have deseribed 
precisely the r/c of opposition? We all know that administrative affairs sufor 
if there is no effective check; and whether we look at the official world as it 
exists in India, or at the Government as it isin England, worked by party, 
it is a well-recognised fact that, if there is no adequate check, there is danger 
either of the work going on tou fast, or there is danger of its not being as 
economical as it might be. The role which the elective Commissioners for the 
native wards have at once assumed 1s precisely that of checking, watching and 
controlling in every way, in secing cither that no expenditure is incurred with- 
out sufficient reason, or that projects of improvement are not undertaken whieh 
cannot be fully justified. They have in fact been the brake-power in the muni 
cipal train. But a train cannot progress by brake-power alone, nor can a city 
thrive by oppovitiontalone. It is also necessary that you should havo motive 
power, and this is preciscly the one point in which the Corporation has been 
doficient. The motive power has been tooweak, while tho opposition power has 
been very strong. Were tine of no importance L could prove this contention 
conclusively, but I hope the Council will accept my expericncee as a matter of 
testimony rather than desideral. proof, In a body like the Corporation, the 
Executive alone is in a position to pe on the work. The Chairman therefore 
requires that the extremely powerful criticism and opposition which is brought 
to bear to his proposals should be met by an equally powerful backing up, 
where a sufficiently good explanation can be given of what is required 10 
be done, Over and over again this has been wanting—the Executive Govern 
ment of the Town is workiny with a minority, and everybody knows what a 
compromising position that would be. I might yo through the budget year by 
ear and show that the Chairman has to make out a very powerful caso before 
he can get sanction for expenditure: and he is thus much handicapped in lus 
proposals for improvement. , 1 cannot put the case moro succinctly aecording to 
my own viow than to svy that the motive power in tho Corporation has beou too 
weak. That being so, the question is how has it been possible to work the 
machine. The way in which it has been possible is mamly by the Chairman 
first of all using his powers of persuasion and trying to induce Committers to 
do what he considers nocessary, a course which 1 must injusticesay very 
often succeeds, or appealing to a general meeting. In general meoctings of the 
Corporation he no doubt on the whole succeeds in carrying his point moro 
cat than in Committees, and the reason is bocause in gencral meetings there 
are a larger numbor of Commissioners disposcd to support him who do 
not take any part in the ordinary Committee work of the Municipality, 
‘The position of the Chairman is always stronger in gencral meetings than in 
Committees of the Corporation. Tho ‘difficulties which 1 havy described were 
touch more insuperable in the earlier duys of the Corporation. When I first 
joined as Chairman, I found the difficulty of doing more than just carrying on 
the work of the Municipality greater than it is now; and all who take an 
interest in municipal affairs will bear mo out that thero has baen 4 cons; picavus 
and Signal improvement lgtterly as compared with the earlior period. ‘To this 
toany. teasons have contributed, In the first place, the Commissioners have 
ee 
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improved by experience; secondig, the propostion of Commissioners of the 
nationalities which were at first by’ represented hag increased. The 
hon. member laid before the Council the figures of four elections. He showed 
that whereas in 1876 tho Hindus cleeted 41 out of 48 elective Commis- 
sioners, in 1885 they were able to return only 27 out of 48. I could not defina 
the objcct with which the hon. member cited these figures. I do not know 
whether he regarded it asa misfortune or a good furtune to the Corporation. 
He showed that the ohecks on the majority had been acting better, but had 
this resulted in benefit or the reverse; if m benefit why did he wish to diminish 
these ehechs ? In 1875 three checks were designedly choren—jirst, there was 
the check of tho one-third of nominated Commissioners; secondly, the check 
that in the European wards a larger mensure of representation was conceded. 
thun in the native wards, especially in tho wards in the north of the Town. 
Though the European wards were smaller in population than the native wards, 
they were given proportionally a larger number of representasives 5 thirdly, 
there was the check in all the wards of the eamulative vote which were allowed 
three members. It has been correctly stated that in 1482, and again in 1885. 
the Ewopeans aud Mahomedans became aware of the power which they 
possessed under these two last-named checks, and the consequence was 
that 1,105 European voters returned 13 Commissioners, 1,004 Mahomedans 
returned 8 Mahomedans; whilst 7,827 Hindus returned only 27 members. 
So far, well and good. The question is, has that been advantageous or 
not? I say that undoubtedly it has been a great advantage, and that it was 
one of the factors which operated to the carrying out of more work during the 
last few years. Does not that prove that if the Corporation is to work 
well, you must not have an opposition which is too overwhelming? I welcome 
cordially an effective opposition, but 1 equally contend that, if the opposition 
consists of more than half of the members, then the difficulty of working 
is greater than it should be. It is on that ground I submit that 
what has really been proved is exactly the oppdsite of what should 
have been proved for the hon, member’s contention. The elective system 
has been a sucecss as far as that it has organized an effective opposition and 
check to eatravagance, It has failed in so far as that opposition has Leen 
numerically too strong. At first its numbors were so large that it brought 
every thing to a dead Jock. As it has decreased, things have progressed more 
fairly. Consequently, T am perfectly justified in saying that it is only owing to 
thefact of the one-third nominuted Commissioners eee furnished somo coun- 
terpoise to the preponderance of the opposition that the success of the Corpora- 
thon hay been securcd, and it is hardly tue much to say that this has been tho 
hinge on which the success of the Corporation has turned. If so, what could 
be more e1roncous than to propose that this most important factor should be 
weakened—that that whieh required strengthening should be weakened, and 
that which was already too strong, should be further strengthoned. On these 
grounds 1 am constrained to suy that it would be very unfortunate if the 
Council came to che conclusion that any larger proportion of the members of 
the Corporation should be elected by local arcas. 

Passing now to the opposite point of view, 1t is more difficult to maintain my 
ground. Ido think there is a great deal uf force in what the Hon, Mr Irving 
has urged, and I believe a part of tho greater success of the Bombay Corpora- 
tion hus been due to the greater proportion of the nominated Commissioners. 
In Bombay the Corporation started with only 64 members, of which one-half 
only were elected by local areas, Whon the number was increased in the presont 
Bil from 64 to 72, still, as before, only one-half wore to be elected by wards, 
16 were to be nominated by the Government directly, and 20 by constituenvios 
which, with the exception of tho Chamber of onal § were under the 
control of the Government; probably in Calcutta also, had we 12 years ago 
proceeded a little more slowly, we should have made more decided and conri- 
uuous progress, und parties would have been better-balanced. But it ie a very 
different thing when you bave ao fubula rasa, and when you have a foundation 
already laid. In the work of legislation, gradual construction on existing found- 
ation 18 the safest. We havo existing lines to work upon, and unless we are: pre 
pared to say that the Corporation will not work on these lines, it ie undesir- 
ableto changethem. 1 om not prepared to say that the proposed cotstitution is 
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unworkable. Firstly, I think that there are two or three details in this Bill 
which will a little strongthen the party of progress if adopted, such as not allow- 
ing Ward No. 12 to lose its second member, and the plural system of voting. 
And then as regards the power of nomination, this gives a power which the 
Government has never used to the fullest extent. It has never so used the 
power of nomination exclusively to strengthen the motive power in the Corpo- 
ration. and this ought to be tried before the fundamental proportions are 
changed. Even using the power of nomination as Inthato exex woud, T am 
bound to say thet if all the members nominated would attend the general 
meetings, there would be sufficient motive power to cnable the Corporation 
to pet along, Again, if 1 had any hope that the European mendes would 
take the same interest as the native members, 1 should be more disposed 
to yield to the Hon, Mr. Irving’s argument, but 1 am afraid we must put 
this aside as really out of tho question J believe that to some eatent they 
have boon kept away from the mcctings by tinding thut they ave in the minority, 
but at the same time they have also found that it was quite impossible tor 
them to give the same attention to the work of the municipality as those who 
have ample Ieisure, and to whom it is almost a pleasuic. There are a certain 
number of Icisurcd gemlanen amongst the Native Commissioners who lave 
often come two, three or four times a week to Committee meeting» todo wok 
which is certainly not of transcendental interest, but the ordinary humdrum 
work of the municipality. Now is it possible to hope that we can_get Maio- 
pean gentlemen, who have thar business to attend to, and to whom time 
is money, to attend and take part in work of this nature? IL we cannot hope tor 
that, we must fall back upon the present lines. The Chaiiman must as heveto- 
fore do the work with six or cight Commissioners willing to mect lim 
two or three times a week, and carry on business with pain on a system of 
reasonable compromise. The Chairman has at times to give way, and the 
Comnissioners at times give way, and provided there isanappcal to the general 
meeting, with fair prospects of success, the Chaiiman may eapect to get sufficient 
concessions made to enable lim to carry on tho work of the Corporation at 
marching specd if not an express speed. It is my belief that, even it we were 
to go so far ay to have a majority of Europeans im the Corporation, we should 
still find that in Committee mectings the majority would be Native Commns- 
sioners. or these reasons, ulthough there is great force m the aguments uscd 
hy the Tlon. Mr. Irving, | think we ought to follow the old lines as lad down 
in the Bill, which allow two-thirds of the Commisionas to be elected by the 
wards ; aud I therefore trust the Council will, on the ful est eonsideration, adhere 
to the proposals before them in the Bill. 








The Hoy. Mr. Macautay said:—Thoush | cannot hope to contribate 
anything of value to the discussion at this stage | consider that as 
a member cf the Select Committee, which has framed the section im the form 
in. which it has been presented to the Council, I should not give a silent vote 
when the vital questton of the constitution of the municipality 1s) beng 
settled. And for mysclf J am glad to have the opportunity of cvphanng 
tho apporent incongruity of voting against the amenduent of any hon. 
friend Babu Kali Nath Mittor, which involves an eatension of the principle 
of election, wluleI am myself primarily responsible for the clause of the 
section which will give that principle a still larver extension. sriofly , 1 
oppose the amendment of the Hon. Babu Kali Nath Mitter, on ths wound 
that, although it involves the expansion of the principlo of Cleetion, 1f uns olves 
not the expansion, but the contraction, of what is much more important—the 
rinciple of ropresentation; I oppose the amendment ot — tho ee 
r. Irving on the ground that it involves the contraction ot both a I 
will afterwards support my own proposal on the ground that it involves 
the expansion of oth. Lvonture to think that the diflerent members have 
the same end in view. Their object is 2 commun one. _1t is the search 
for a scheme under which all interests in the ‘Town will be represented 
in proportion to their importance. If this object can be aiatiol, fiom 
any violont disturbance of principle on other points, by « system ro _ Ms 
provide for election only, and will exclude nomiuation, I will gladly 
it. But this being impracticable, the question 1s, will three- 

fourths elected by the general body of the rate-payers, a8 proposed by the 
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Hon. Babu Kali Nath Mitter, or one-half as proposed by the Hon. Mr. Irving, 
be likely to attain the object in view ? ‘lo take first the proposal of my 
friend, the Hon. Babu Kali Nath Mitter. I have read with great care the 
minuto of dissent which my hon. friend has appended to the first report of the 
Sclect Committec, and I have listened attentively to tho very able spocch in 
which he has laid his amendment before tho Council. But I cannot agree 
that the arguments of those who hold that the proportions proposed by my 
hon. friend will not secure the adequate representation of minorities 
has been answered. I do not think that my hon. friend Sir Henry 
Harrison hav properly understood the object of the hon. mover of the 
first amendment in quoting tho figures which he has submitted to the 
Council. I understand his object to be, not to show that the increase 
in tho number of European Commissioners is a matter of good fortune or 
of evil fortune to tho municipality, but to show that the strongest class 
do not wish to kecp all represontation to itself to the exclusion of other 
classes. But. however this may bo, it isan undoubted fact that the clected 
portion of the Commissioners do not represent fairly all scetions. It ia 
useless to point to the gradual increaso in the number of Europeans in the 
Corporation. The fact remains that the representation of the Hindu popula 
tion, and of what IL may call the non-commercial classes, largely prepon- 
derates, and I think that this preponderance should not be increased. To 
guard against misunderstanding, I wish to state my distinct opinion 
that the working of the elective system in Cileutta has been a decided sue- 
cess. I cannot agreo with my hon. fricud Sir Henry Iarrison in thinking 
that, if we were beginning to levislate for an elective system, wo might take 
the Ion. Mr. Irving’s proposal for clocting only one-half. I think that, 
looking to the experience we have had of tho working of the system as a whole, 
we should be fully justified, were we in the position of our predecessors, the 
legislators of 1576, in taking the proportion of two thirds elected by the rete- 
payers. For this reason T will certainly oppose my friend the‘Hon. Mr. Irving's 
amendment. The clective system has brought forward men like my friend the 
Hon. Babu Kali Nath Mitter, mon of ability and business habits, who hays done 
excellent service to the community, and I think that all friends of Self- 
Government must rejoice that these men owe their positions, not to the voice 
of nomination, but to the suffrages of their fellow townsmen. But I sub- 
mit that that is no reason for putting aside the other considerations to 
which I have adverted, That one part of the coustitution has succeeded is 
no reason for stimulating it further at the expense of the rest. It is becauso 
I think that the first amendment will weaken whut I consider the all-important 
principle of ropresentation that I ask the Council to reject it. 


The IIoy, Dr. Gooroo Das Bannrsce said: —With the most earnest desire 
to make concessions to the European community to secure their co-operation 
in the municipal affairs of the town, 1 cannot support the amendment of the 
Ifon. Mr. Irving. It has been urged that the fact of the number of Commis- 
Sioners being large, causes a long time to be consumed in discussions in the 
Municipal Board, and that this prevents able commercial men from taking part 
m the administration of the affairs of the municipality. But it should be 
borne in mind that the duties of the Municipal Commissioners are not merely 
of a delibvrative character sitting at meetings of the Board, but their duties 
should also be of an inspectional nature. A Municipal Commissioner should 
spect the ward he reprosents, xo thit he may be able to ascertain its wants 
and requirements. and for the due discharge of duties of this class the number 
of Commissioners necessary to represent a ward efficiontly must be a matter of 
consideration ; und seeing that the dimensions of these wards are by no means 
small, 1 submit that onc Commissioner for cach ward will hardly be adequate 
representation. I see no force in vague, undefined speculative reasons, but I 
think it a most prewed reason that it would not give the Commissionor sufficiont 
time to inspect his ward cfficiently. Therefore, though on the whole a larger 
number of Commissioners might entail greater sacrifice in time, on the other 
hand we have, to compensate for it, greater efficiency secured in one respect; 
and if the members of the European community are pleased to bear this in 
mind, I hope they will not grudge any additional sacrifice of time thet the 
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number of Commissioners proposed in the Bill might entail. I may also add 
that if the charge on the score of loss of time is well-founded, the members of 
the European community taking part in the administration of the municipality 
may by the moral force of their opinion and example help in removing that 
ground of objection. For these reasons I submit that the number of the Com- 
missioners ought not to be diminished to 60. Then as regards tho proportion 
of nominated Commissioners, whilst fully sharing the sentimouts uttered by 
my hon. friend, the mover of the first amendment, that so far as is consistent 
with other interests, the elective principle should baexpanded. As I am opposed 
to the representative principle embodied in section 8 of the Bill, which gives 
the right of representation to voluntary Associations like the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Trades’ Association, I do not think it will be fair to reduce tho 
number of nominated Commissioners. I would leave it where it is, but oppose 
the right of election by voluntary Associations. 


Tho Hoy. Mr. Moore said:—I riso to support the amendment moved b 
tho Hon. Mr. Irving. I have so recently como into direct contact wit) 
Municipal affairs that I candidly confess Ihave no fixed principles on the 
subject of municipal representation, and I can therefore only be guided by the 
safe and simple rules of common sense which plainly point to the advantages 
to be derived from reducing numbers to the smallest quantity consistent with 
fair representation of the intcrests involved. Ihave heard no arguments to 
show that the reduction of the number of Commissioners to 60 would produce 
inadequate representation, and the strongest argument in favour of the changes 
proposed in the amendment seems to mo to be the statement made by the hon. 
member in charge of the Bill that, owing to the opposition being in a majority, 
the motive power in the Municipality is wanting, which seems to prove that 
the decrease of the one class and the increase of tho other, as suggested by 
the Hon. Mr. Irving, would be in the hest interests of the Municipality. 


The Hon. Dr. Monenpratat Strcar said:—I do not understand how the 
motive power can be overbulanced by an effective majority. The motive power 
is furnished by combining the functions of the er ag oot and it is the carry- 
ing out of those funttions which is entrusted to the Executive. The elective 
members should certuinly watch how the functions of the Corporation are carried 
on, There we have the motive power and not in the action of the Executive. So 
1 cannot understand how the motive power can be wanting if the elective 
element is strongthened. Then as to loss of time to the Commissioners, I think 
that economy of time is not always economy of work. Then again as to tho 
success of the elective system that lras beew advanced as an argument by my hon. 
friend, tho mover of the first amendment, I do not seo bow that argument has 
been rebutted by the hon. member in charge of the Bill. If it has been shown, 
and I think conclusively shown, that the elective systom has proved a success, I 
do not seeany reason why wo should not havo further extension. The life of the 
elective system depends upon a larger proportion of clected members, and if 
tho system has already proved a success, why should not the proportion of 
elected members be inercased? With these observations I will support the 
amendment of the Hon. Babu Kali Nath Mitter. 


The Hon. Basu Karr Nara Mirrer said :—I shall try to be as bricf as 
oxsible in my reply. In the first place it is a matter of regret to me that my 
fen: friend, the mover of the Bill, did not understand how I wanted to make 
out that because the present system has proved a success, therefore it is neces- 
sary that there should bo a further extonsion of the elective principle. I think 
the answer is as clear as it can be. Previous to 1876 the system then in vogue 
wasnomination. The Government thought fit to introduce the elective system, 
and if that has worked well, I think it is a strong argument that there should 
be further extension of that system after the experience of twelve years, In 
English towns it is one of election throughout; there 13 no nomination whatever, 
and that is not to be forgotten in dealing with this question. When the present 
system of election was introduced, it was thought propor to retain in the 
hands of Government powors which are inconsistent with English precedent. 
Then nobody grudged such retention of powcr. But now, as tho system 
has worked well—and on, behalf of myself and my colleagues of the elective 
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portion of the Coeppention, I sincerely thank the Hon. Mr. Macaulay for the 
admission that, a0 far as his individual opinion is ¢oncerned, ho considers 
that the elective system has proved.a suocess—I think 'that a system analo- 
gous to thte system which prevails in England should, as far as practicable, be 
established.’ Then again the hon. momber in chargo of tho Bill did not under- 
stand why I put forward the results of the last two clections. How he could 
have misunderstood my intention, it is impossible for mo to say. It is as clear 
as anything cdn be. ‘The point I wanted to establish is this, that the greater 
the interest taken by the several nationalities, the greater tho numbor of 
Commissionors returned by thom; that in the first clection, as the Ilindus 
took the most prominent interest, they were able to return the largest number 
of representatives. Then at the subsequent elections, as other constitucncios 
took larger intercst, they were able to return a larger numbor of members, and 
consoquently the Iindus suffered, and the use which I wish to make of 
these fucts is, that we should leave tho returns te be regulated by the rosult 
of tho elections. If all the constituencies in the Municipality took the 
interest in the elections which they ought to take, they shoud be able to 
return due proportion of members, and then particular interests would 
not suffer. Ifthe clected mombers of the Corporation had done all that the 
hon. member in charge of the Bill was pleascd to say of them, I think it 
is only right and fuir that their number should be further increased. ‘They 
should not be told, you have done all this, still there is mistrust that if your 
number predominates, you will not do all that you have dono. I do not 
think that is a right principle at all. It is pretty well known that the Hindus 
py tho largest rates in the town. I hada statement propared of 100 of the 
largest rate-puyers, barring the Government, and from that statement it appoars 
that 55 out of the 100 are Hindus, and therefore it is only right that their 
number should predominate in the Corporation. But from the figures I gave 
on tho last occasion, the Council will sec that at the last elections the number of 
Hindu Commissioners was exactly the number which the Select Committee 
which considered the Bull of 1875 proposed, viz. 27, and it cannot therefore be 
said now that there isa preponderance of the Hindu eloment in the Cor- 
poration. “ 

Now, with reference to what has fallen from my hon. friend Mr. Irving, it 
seems to me that he has uot in any way controverted my argument. He has not 
pointed out how 60 Commissioners would bo sufficient to ropresent the different 
wards of the town, or how it would be adequate representation. Ile has fised 
the number at 60, and said that there should bo one Commissioner tor 
each ward, or if there were only 10 wards, that there should be three Com- 
missionors for each ward. But would it not be better to have only two wards, 
one constituting the whole of the northern portion of the town, and the other 
the southern portion, and have only three Hindus, three Mahomedans and 

. three Kuropeans? ‘That also would not be adequate ropresentation, and therefore 
I submit that it would be a retrograde measure either to reduce the number of 
the wards or the number of Commissioners as proposed by my hon. friond. I 
myself attach great importance to the number of the Oommissioncrs being 
increased tu 80. As seven additional wards are to be added to the town, it would, 
in my opinion, be a mistake simply to add three to the present number of the 
Commissioners.

Also pat the 
last paragraph of section 8, beginning with the words “ and ten shall be efected” 
till the end of the section, be omitted. He said:--In bringing forward the 
motion which stands in my name, J would, with Your ]lonour’s permission, 
take up together the two amendments which I propose. They are so closely 
connected that I think they nced not be dealt with separately. “Sections 7 and 
8 of the Bill now deforo the Council have in view a chango in tho constitution 
of the Municipal Corporation of the ‘Town of Calcutta. “At present two-thirds 
of the members of that corporate body are elected by the rate-payers and onc- 
third appointed by the Government ; but the Bill proposes to limit the power 
of nomination by Government to one-fifth of the number of Commissioners. 
The existing system, as it is, is by no means favourable to the interests of 
the Mahomodan residents of this City and the Suburbs, and the change which 
is now intended to be introduced will make them the greatest sufferers. The 
Mahomedans constitute 28 per cent. of the population of Calcutta and 38 per 
cent. of that of the Suburbs, but in Calcutta we have only 12 Mahomedan 
Commissioners and in the Suburbs 2. These figures, as they stand, do not at 
all show a fair proportion; and if Government hud not exercised its power of 
nomination in favour of tho Mahomcdans, the number of Mahomedan Commis- 
sioners would havo dwindlod to almost nothing. It may plausibly be said that 
as the Mahomedans do not come forward and exert themselves for election, 
they are themsclves to blame for this state of things; but, Sir, no man with a 
sense of scif-respect would offer himself as a candidate when he his very little 
chance of auccess. The Mahomedans are the most conservative people under 
the sun, and often demur to receive innovations of any kind ‘I'heir cun- 
fidence in Govor.ment is unshaken. They continue to believe that all public 
interests are safe in the hands of the Government, and they have not, as far as 
I know, ever asked for the privilege of managing public affairs. Government 
has introduced representative municipality in this country, and if behoves 
Government to see that the interests of the different nationalities are adequately 
represented on the Municipal Koards. India is neither England nor France, 
where tho Government has to legislate for, and to atte id to tho interests of, 
one and the same nation. The Indian Empire comprehends many nationali- 
ties, notably the Hindus and the Mahomedans, and the Government cannot 

ightly allow an undue preponderance of ono race over the other in represent- 
ative institutions. Representative municipality is an exutic plant in India, and 
it can only flourish under tho fostering care of Govornment. Representative 
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sounicipality will not bea blessing to all unless all interests are adequately 
represented, and, under the circumstances of the country, Government ought to 
reserve in its hands ample means of removing inequalities, The masses of the 
people have no idea of representative institutions, and for anything that ma 
go wrong in the management of the affairs of the Municipality, they will speal 
in dispraise of Govornment. So for the sake of its good name, if not for 
anything else, Government should continue to select_a considorable proportion 
of the Commissioners. ‘The framers of the Act of 1876 fixed the proportions 
of elected and nominated Commissioners after careful deliberation, and I see 
no cogent reasons for upsetting their decision. : 

Now, Sir, while on behalt of the Mahomedans I am anxious that the 
proportion of nominated members should not bo reduced, neither I nor they 
meen that such influential bodies as the Bengal Chamber of Commerce and the 
Calcutta Trades’ Association should not obtain an adequate representation in 
the Calcutta Municipality. Calcutta owes its position among the great cities ot 
the world to the capital and industry of its European community, and [ shall 
not be so indifferent to its future welfare as not to desire the appointment of 
the members of that community to its Municipal Board, but what I object to 
is tho policy of granting to sclf-¢onstitutod Associations the statutory right of 
election in municipalitics. If such a policy is once adopted by the Legislature, 
it would give rise tc numberless claims which Government would find it 
difficult to disallow. In these days when we are deluged with A-wsociations, 
Unions and Societies bearing high-sounding names, it might be imagined to 
what end the policy embodied in the Bill would lead. I am afraid the 
result will be that, while Associations will monopolise the municipal franchise, 
the majority of the poor tax-payers will go unrepresented. Somo of the 
hon. members of this Council might remember that when the Port Trust 
Amendment Bill was beforo it, an Association by the name of tho Bengal 
National Chamber of Commerce came into existence and claimed the sare right 
of election as had beon granted to the Bengal Chamber of Commerce. It is 
not, Sir, that my co-religionists, whom I have tho honour to represent in 
this Council, apprehend any harm to them from the influence of the European 
element in the Corporation, but they oppose on principle-the recognition by 
law of voluntary Societies, the number of which is subject to fluctuation, 
There could be no just or reasonable ground for complaint should Govern- 
ment appoint as many European gentlemen as would secure a proper balance 
of power in the Corporation, but f am sure many Associations would grumble 
should sume of them be singled out for the concession which the Bill contem- 
plates to muke. I will now conclude by reading a passage in the letter 
addressed by the oldest Mahomedan Association in Calcutta, the Mahomodan 
Literary Society, and a short paragraph from the letter from tho younger 
Association, the National Mahomedan Association. The senior of them, the 
Mahomedan Literary Society, said:—‘‘'The Committee are of opinion that 
the number of Commissioners to be appointed by Government under section 
7, namely 15, is inadequate. Under the Act of 1876, Government has the 
power of appointing 2 Commissionors, and it is well known that this power 
has been exercised from time to time most judiciously by uppointing members 
of the different communities in order to ensure a proper representation of their 
interests in the Corporation, The desirability of enabling members of the 
Mabomedan community to take part in the municipal affairs of tho town has 
always been recognized. Whenever the Mahomedan element has been found 
to be insufficient on the Corporation, the balance has been in some measure 
restored by the appointment of Mahomedan Commissioners by Government, 
The practical effect of now reducing the number from 24 to 15, the Committee 
apprehend, would be to fetter the hands of Government in respect to the 
appointment of an adequate number of Mahomedans. Tho Committee there- 
fore beg to suggest the substitution of the word ‘twenty-five’ for the word 
‘fifteen’ in soction 7.” The younger Association, the Central National Maho- 
medan Association, said:—'The Committce also thinks it will be oxpedient to 
reser\c a Jarger number of nominations in the hands ot the Local Government.” 








The Hon. Dg. Gooroo Das Banensee said :—I will support the amendment 
which has just been moved on very nearly the same grounds on which

the hon. mover of the amendmont kas based it, and for one or two additional 
reasons. I will first take up the latter of the two amendments, namely, that the 
last paragraph of section 8 be omitted. That clause provides that ten Com- 
missioners shall be elected in accordance with rules to he framed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor—four by the Chamber of Commerce, four hy the Trades’ 
Association, and two by the Port Commissioners. This I consider ty be objection- 
able as well as unnecessury. It is objectionable in the first plaice, because it 
recognises by Statute voluntary Associations regarding the constitution of which 
there is no cortain stability. Any ono of these Associations may represent 
to-day the entire community which it professes to represent, but next year it 
may cease to represent that same class adequately. Secondly, it is objectionable 
because the recognition of threc out of a large number of similar Associations 
would make an invidious distinction which may give rise to discontent. ‘Thirdly, 
these Associations, which after all are Associations of individual members, have 
te right of voting through the individual members of which they consist. 
Thereforc already the commercial intorests are represented through tho votes 
which these individual members have. And if in addition we give the right 
of representation to these very individuals takon collectively, we will be giving 
the right twico ovor to tho same individuals. And then I submit that, that 
with the former of the two amendments this provision of section 8 is wholl 

unnecessary After all it appears that the total number of nominated Com- 
missioners and the representatives of certain bodies comprises one-third of the 
whole number, that is 25, and I fail to see what difference it will make whether 
tho whole of that number, 25, is left to be nominated by the Governnent; or 
whether 10 of them are clected by certain specifically named bodies, and the 
remaining 15 only by the Government. No objection has hitherto beeu raised 
us to the exerciso of discretion by the Government as far as the commercial 
interest is concerned. As long as nosuch objection is raised, I submit it will 
be better far to let tho whole number be nominated by the Government 
than to reduco the number to be appointed by Government to 15, and 
to leave these .particular Associations to elect 10. It is quite possiblo 
that in the general elections the commercial interest may be adequately 
represented. In that case it will certainly be unfair that the commercial 
classes should have the still further privilege of electing the 10 membors 
mentioned in tho last paragraph of section 8 to tho prejudice of other 
minoritics which have un equally fair claim to representation. 1¢ would 
be better, in order to mect all possible contingencies, to leave the nomination 
of the whole number to the Government, so that the Government might be 
in @ position to supplement the representation of the commercial interest if 
necessary, or to give a large proportion of the 25 nominations to other 
minorities, such as the Mahoinedan community as oceasion might require. 
I submit that no class of interosts will suffer as allowing the whole number 

25, to be nominated by Government, whereas there is every probability ot 
other interests suffering if the Government nominations are reduced to 145, 
and these voluntary Associations are allowed the right of electing 10 repre 

sentatives.

The Hon. Sir Atrrep Crorr said:—I had very much graver doubts, 
when I ontered the Vouncil to-day, as to tho wisdom and the derirability of 
introducing this clause empoworing certain Associations to elect members of 
their own body,—much graver doubts than I have now, since I havo had the 
advantage of hearing the speech of my hon. friend, the Chairman of the 
Corporation, and the reasons which he has advanced as to the uecessity of 
sttengthening the party of progress in the Municipality. ‘Tho result of giving 
to the Chamber of Commerce, the Trades’ Association, and the Port Commis- 
sioners tho right of electing 10 members will, 1 am convinced, be to strengthen 
that party which Sir Henry Harrison says so much stands in need of strongth- 
ening. ‘l'he possibte consequences to ri Mahomedan community of reducing 
the number of nominations that remain in tho hands of the Government have 
been dwelt upon in a very serious way by my hon. friend, Meulvic Abdul 
Jubbar. Stil] | understand that in distributing its ne minutions, whether they 
be 15 or whether they Be 25, the Government habitually exercises it: power with 
reference to the comparative strength of parties as determined by the result 
of the preceding elections, and with the object of redressing any inequalities 
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that may havo arison. If therefore the European element in the Municipality 
has been strongthened by tho addition of 10 members elected by those bodies, 
the Government would be justified in appointing additional members from any 
other section of the commurity which, in consequence of that fact, might stand 
in need of strengthening. But there is another point to consider. I am not 
inclined to attack any great importance to the distinction of Europeans as such, 
or of Mahomedans and Hindus as such. Distinctions of this kind do not seem 
to me to be rclevant to the constitution of the Municipality. We have been 
told that there are two clements in the Municipahty,—the party of progress, 
constituting a motive power, and the conservutive party or party of criticism ; 
and that on the just balance of these two parties the sucess and strength of the 
Municipality depend. It is probably by considerations of this kind that the 
Government would be guided in making its appointments; and if so, the 
question of Mahomedan, or Hindu, or European would not arise ot all in that 
form. Another difficulty has been raised on the ground that these bodies aro 
selt-constituted Associations. It has been stated that the giving of the right of 
clection to these Associations will create difficulties hereafter, in dealing with 
tho claims of other Assoviations of a similar charactor. But there is one con- 
sideratron which will bring these difficulties within very narrow lin its, namely, 
that of the qualifications on which the right should be based. It seems to mo 
that the only qualifications that can be recognised are the owning or occupa- 
tion of property, or the paying ot taxes, or the having in some other way a close 
pecuniary interest in the good government of the town, in the application of 
the Municipal Fund to the best purposes, and in the promotion of trade and 
commerce. If you put it in that way you at once get rid of a large number of 
Agsoeitions which are not conneeted with the objects I have namod, as for 
mstance literary Associations generally. It is tue that the three Associations 
named in the Jill have no statutory character; but as a matter of common 
notoriety they have so defined and permanent a character that we can well 
recoynise their existence. And with regard to the other contention that the 
votes will be given twice over, because the members ofthe Chamber of 
Commerce and of the Trades’ Association have the right to vote in their indivi- 
dual capacitics and collectively in the Associations of which they are members, 
I consider thut the two qualifications differ materially. As occupiers of hous®s 
and us payers of taxes they have a right to their mdividual votes ; as a body 
associated for a very definite object, namely, the promotion of trade or com- 
merce, they are entitled to representation on very different grounds. It seems 
to me, therefore, that the contention against double voting falls to the ground. 


The Ton. Sm Tinry Harrison said:—Although this is not a question 
to which I attach very great importance or look upon as vital to tho Bill, 
still as am disposed tu concur with the amendment, the Council will probably 
like to hear my reasons. I assume that, though in charge of the Bill, I am at 
liberty. if I think any proposal in it inistaken, in supporting an amendment 
which proposes to altor it. Whether my reasons are sufficient or not, I must 
leave the Council to judge. I think it but fair to recognise the fact that the 
system of nomination by Govermnent is the system in possession, All the 
arguments for not disturbing the proportion of two-thirds, or for building 
sonmuch ou the present foundation, apply here to leaving the nomination 
as heretofire in the hauds of Government. Sccondly, it is an advan. 
tage to leave the hands of Govemnment free. The object of leaving to 
the Government the nomination of one-third of the Commissioners is admitted 
on all sides to be mainly to secure better representation, that the 
Government may reduce inequalities as far as they are produced by the 
clections. In this caso the Government would have greater power of doing 
so if all tho nominations were left in their hands than if 10 nominations were 
taken away. On the other hand, I most distinctly say that if the repre. 
sentatives of these bodies can be induced: to work, they are just the persons 
we want As fur ay the Pot Commissioners are concerned, they are 
entitled to have their own i ian on the Corporation if only by reagon 
of the large amount of rates they pay. Asfaras the Chamber of Commerce 
1s concerned, the endeavour has hitherto been to try to induce the lead- 
ing members of that body to sit on the Corporation, but unfortunately
